Between  the  romantic  New  Forest  and  the  famous  Hardy  Country  lies  the 
County  of  the  Town  of  Poole,  set  like  a  jewel  on  its  magnificent  harbour 
which  has  earned  for  itself  the  title  of  the  "Lakeland  of  Dorset".  Encircled 
by  colourful  heaths  and  pinewoods  and  with  that  glorious  stretch  of  golden 
sands  along  the  centre  of  Poole  Bay. 

Few  coastal  towns  can  claim  to  possess  so  much  unspoiled  natural  scenery 
within  their  boundaries.  Sheltered  on  the  North  and  East  by  its  wooded 
hills  and  bounded  by  the  course  of  the  river  Stour,  the  modern  borough  is 
the  largest  town  in  Dorset,  one  of  the  largest  in  the  South  West  of 
England  and  the  largest  municipal  borough  in  the  country. 

In  addition  to  being  a  resort  and  a  most  attractive  residential  district 
there  are  within  its  boundaries  a  considerable  number  of  light  engineering 
works  and  other  modern  factories  which  are  occupied  in  the  production  of 
motor  trucks,  tippers  and  cranes,  art  metal  work,  agricultural  implements, 
brooms  and  brushes,  garden  ornaments,  chemicals,  cosmetics,,  compressors 
and  pumps,  aircraft  tooling,  foundry  products,  industrial  models,  coach- 
work,  caravans,  electrical  fittings  and  components,  electric  organs, 
scaffolding,  pre-cast  concrete  products,  joinery,  school,  bank  and  church 
fittings,  thermal  insulation,  convector  heaters,  hurricane  lanterns  and 
research  and  development  on  automation  projects. 

Various  food  and  confectionery  manufacturers  have  established  their  model 
factories  in  the  Borough  where  highest  quality  products  are  processed 
and  packed  under  ideal  conditions. 

There  has  been  a  pottery  on  the  East  Quay  at  Poole  for  nearly  a  hundred 
years.  The  modern  works  and  greatly  extended  showrooms  of  Poole  Pottery 
Limited  are  well  known  for  they  have  been  producing  the  famous  "Poole 
Pottery "since  1921. 

Poole  is  noted  as  a  centre  for  ship  building  and  marine  engineering.  Local 
timber  yards,  which  process  and  market  a  wide  range  of  homegrown  and  foreign 
timbers,  also  specialise  in  boat-building  timbers.

METEOROLOGY 


SUNSHINE 

The  total  amount  of  sunshine  for  the  year  was  1757.6  hours.  This 
is  68.5  hours  more  than  last  year,  and,  43.2.  hours  abovePoole's  annual 
average  for  the  period  1931-60. 

Sunniest  month  was  June  when  254.9  hours  of  bright  sunshine  were 
measured,  a  daily  average  of  8.5  hours.  The  sunshine  figure  for  the  month 
of  February  of  112.7  hours,  a  daily  average  of  4  hours,  was  the  highest 
February  figure  recorded  in  Poole  during  the  last  15  years. 

Average  daily  sunshine  figure  for  the  year  now  reviewed  was  4.81 
hours.  Sunniest  day  of  the  year  was  on  July  12th  with  14.4  hours  recorded 

RAINFALL 

The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  was  30.10  inches  (764. 5m. m)  which  is 
1.80  inches  (45.7  m.m)  greater  than  the  previous  year.  There  were  168 
wet  days  (0.01  inches  and  above)  during  the  year;  42  days  more  than  last 
year.  November  was  again  the  wettest  months  of  the  year  with  7.57  inches 
(192.3  m.m)  of  rainfall,  making  it  the  wettest  month  since  October  1966. 
Driest  month  of  the  year  was  June  with  0.86  inches  (21.8  m.m.)  of  rainfall

Thunderstorms  were  reported  on  3  occasions  during  the  year. 
TEMPERATURES 

The  mean  temperature  during  the  year  was  50.7  F  (10.4  C).  This  is 
0.2  F  (0^1  C)  higher  than  during  1969.  The  average  maximum  temperature 
was  57.6  F  (14.2  C)  the  same  as  for  the  previous  year. 

The  warmest  month  was  June  with  an  average  maximum  temperature  of 
70.8°F  (2l.6°C)  lower  by  0.6  degrees  F  (0.3  C)  than  the  warmest  month  of 
last  year.

The  average  minimum  temperature  for  the  year  was  43.8  F  (6.6.C)  which 
in  common  with  the  maximum  value  was  the  same  as  last  year. 

Lowest  grass  minimum  temperatures  occurred  on  4th,  7th  and  8th 
January  with  13  F  (-11.6  C)  which  again,  was  the  same  as  the  previous 
year. 


Air  frosts  were  recorded  on  53  days  during  the  year,  four  days  fewer 
than  the  year  before.  Ground  frosts  were  reported  on  94  days  -  One  less 
than  during  1969.

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COMMENTARY  ON  STATISTICS 


The  population  continued  to  rise,  reaching  104,640  according  to 
the  Registrar  General's  mid-year  estimate. 

Births  were  fewer  and  deaths  increased  a  little  causing  the 
natural  increase  to  fall. 

Otherwise  the  most  notable  group  of  figures  is  that  dealing  with 
infant  deaths  which  show  an  unexpected  fall  to  the  lowest  ever 
recorded.  At  this  level,  however,  fluctuation  reduces  the  significance 
of  any  one  figure  and  a  larger  group  must  be  examined  or  the  same  group 
over  a  number  of  years. 

The  record  in  Poole,  however,  continues  to  be  excellent  when  the 
adjusted  statistics  are  compared  with  the  National  ones. 

The  deaths  of  persons  under  the  age  of  65  accounted  for  23%  of  the 
total,  the  main  cause  being  Cancer  33%  and  Heart  Disease  28%.  Where 
location  could  be  established  Cancers  were  found  to  occur  in  the  Lung 
32%,  Breast  10%,  Stomach  5%  and  Uterus  1%.

1.  WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Borough  is  supplied  with  main  water  from  three  sources,  viz. 

(a)  The  Dorset  Water  Board,  which  obtains  its  supplies  from  deep  wells 

in  the  chalk, 

(b)  The  Bournemouth  and  District  Water  Company,  whose  water  is  obtained 

from  a  deep  well  and  from  the  River  Avon,  and 

(c)  The  Canford  School  private  supply.  This  supply  comes  from  an 

artesian  well  and  provides  water  for  the  school  and  a  few 
houses  in  the  area.  If  necessary  this  supply  is  augmented 
by  water  from  the  Bournemouth  and  District  Water  Company's 
mains . 

All  of  the  piped  public  supplies  are  properly  treated,  checked 
daily  and  are  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  during  the  year  with  regard 
to  contamination  of  these  supplies. 

There  are  also  three  houses  in  the  remote  rural  parts  of  the  Borough 
which  rely  upon  wells  for  their  supplies.  The  cost  of  connecting  main 
water  to  these  houses  is  prohibitive,  but  the  sources  are  checked 
periodically  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

2.  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  drainage  of  the  Borough  is  mainly  on  the  "separate"  system  i.e. 
there  are  separate  networks  of  sewers  for  the  drainage  of  surface 
water  and  sewage.  The  disposal  of  rain  water  on  domestic  premises  is 
generally  by  the  use  of  sumps.  This  is  satisfactory  where  they  are 
situated  on  gravelly  soils.  In  some  areas,  the  subsoil  is  clay  and  this 
produces  problems  from  time  to  time. 

The  Council's  policy  of  removing  all  sewage  discharges  into  the 
sea  and  transferring  them  to  the  inland  sewage  disposal  works  is 
continuing.  At  present  the  sewers  serving  approximately  80%  of  the 
population  are  connected  with  the  sewage  disposal  works.  The  work  of 
diverting  the  remainder  is  in  progress  and  it  is  anticipated  that  it 
will  be  completed  by  1973. 

The  area  of  Bear  Wood  where  drainage  is  by  cesspools  has  been  a 
source  of  disquiet  from  the  time  the  area  was  taken  into  the  Borough  in 
1933.  In  every  Annual  Report  since  that  time  the  danger  and  nuisance 
problem  has  been  stressed  and  it  is  pleasing  to  see  that  the  end  of  this 
problem  is  in  sight.  Satisfactory  progress  was  made  in  the  construction 
of  the  new  pumping  stations  and  gravity  sewers  during  the  year.  The 
work  of  laying  sewer  connections  to  the  houses  in  this  area  continued 
in  readiness  for  the  completion  of  the  scheme  in  the  Summer  of  1971  when 
the  cesspools  will  be  abandoned  in  favour  of  connection  to  the  main 
sewer. 


The  new  surface  water  system  in  Dunyeats  and  Lower  Golf  Links  Roads 
area  was  commenced  and  completed  in  five  months,  well  inside  the 
anticipated  contract  period.  It  now  provides  an  adequate  system  of 
drainage  in  this  area  preparatory  to  the  completion  of  the  making-up 
of  the  private  streets  within  the  catchment  area. 
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The  provision  of  foul,  and  more  particularly,  surface  water 
drainage  linking  sewers  between  the  two  private  residential  development 
areas  North  and  South  of  Merley  Lane  were  completed  by  agreement  between 
the  two  developers  towards  the  end  of  1970  thus  reducing  the  flooding 
problem  in  Merley  Lane  at  this  point. 

CESSPOOLS  AND  PAIL  CLOSETS 


There  has  been  little  change  in  the  number  of  cesspools  in  the 
Borough,  the  number  in  1970  being  385  with  36  pail  closets  in  the 
remoter  parts  of  the  Borough.  The  completion  of  the  Bear  Wood  sewerage 
scheme  in  this  current  year  will  substantially  reduce  this  number. 

During  1970,  industrial  action  was  taken  by  a  Union  whose  members 
include  those  on  cesspool  emptying  duties,  and  for  the  duration  of  the 
strike,  which  lasted  two  weeks,  no  cesspool  or  pail  closet  emptying  was 
carried  out  by  the  Council's  employees. 

3 .  PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


During  the  period  12th  October  until  8th  November,  1970,  the 
public  suffered  from  a  strike  of  the  refuse  collectors  and  others 
concerned  in  the  disposal  of  refuse.  Emergency  plans  had  been  drawn 
up  for  this  eventuality  and  these  were  implemented  immediately.  Forty- 
five  enclosures  were  erected  at  strategic  points  throughout  the  Borough. 
The  sites  chosen  were  for  their  ease  of  access  and  to  reduce,  as  far  as 
possible,  nuisance  from  smells.  Supplies  of  polythene  bags  were  main¬ 
tained  at  Libraries  and  other  centres  and  were  available  free  to  rate¬ 
payers.  These  were  popular  and  no  doubt  went  a  long  way  to  reducing 
nuisance  at  the  compounds. 

The  sites  were  visited  at  least  daily,  including  week-ends,  by  the 
public  health  inspectors  and  the  accumulations  of  material  were  sprayed 
daily  with  disinfectant.  At  one  or  two  of  the  sites,  there  were 
complaints  of  rats  in  the  vicinity,  but  the  disinfection  daily  with 
phenol  disinfectants  seems  to  have  kept  the  rats  at  bay.  The  compounds 
suffered  from  vandalism  to  a  small  extent  and  in  some  cases  the  compounds 
were  not  used  very  intelligently  be  some  members  of  the  public.  There 
were  one  or  two  fires,  but  these  were  dealt  with  without  danger  to  life 
or  other  property. 

Owners  of  trade  or  other  bulky  refuse  were  directed  to  deliver 
their  waste  materials  direct  to  the  Council  Dump  at  Magna  Road  and  it 
was  possible  to  maintain  this  dump  in  a  reasonable  condition. 

By  and  large,  the  temporary  arrangements  worked  extremely  well 
without  nuisance.

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA 


The  usual  system  of  using  District  Inspectors  for  all 
inspections  was  continued  but  it  is  felt  the  work  in  some  branches  is 
becoming  so  complex  that  some  form  of  Specialisation  has  become 
necessary. 

The  number  of  visits  during  the  year  has  dropped  from  32,710  to 
26,385.  This  is  accounted  for  by  the  vacancy  in  the  staff  in  1969  being 
filled  by  a  meat  inspector  and  not  a  public  health  inspector.  In 
addition,  a  great  deal  of  time  had  to  be  diverted  to  the  very  necessary 
duties  under  the  Housing  Act  1969  with  regard  to  Qualification 
Certificates . 

COMPLAINTS 

In  1970,  the  Environmental  Health  Service  received  866  complaints 
from  members  of  the  public.  These  ranged  from  the  normal  complaints 
of  housing  defects  and  the  usual  nuisances  to  the  more  sophisticated 
present-day  complaints  of  smells,  smoke  and  other  aerial  pollution, 
noise,  working  conditions  and  other  environmental  amenity  problems. 

Investigations  are  put  in  hand  immediately  and  appropriate  action 
taken,  mainly  informal  in  the  first  place  by  way  of  verbal  or  written 
advice,  and  by  far  the  majority  of  complaints  are  settled  quickly  and 
quietly  without  the  need  for  formal  action.  The  Council  and  the 
public  generally  are  largely  unaware  of  the  vast  amount  of  successful 
and  rewarding  action  taken  to  maintain  and  improve  the  general  environ¬ 
ment. 

ODOUR  CONTROL 


The  main  cause  of  complaint  under  this  heading, although  invest¬ 
igations  do  not  substantiate  a  public  health  nuisance,  was  of  fumes  from 
a  process  in  a  large  factory  manufacturing  and  printing  labelled  tins. 
Some  seven  years  ago,  the  Department  asked  this  firm  to  build  a  new 
brick  chimney  to  a  height  of  135  feet  in  order,  effectively,  to  disperse 
these  fumes  as,  at  that  time,  there  was  no  known  method  of  neutralising 
the  fumes  at  the  source.  Due  to  complaints  being  made  again,  further 
investigations  are  being  carried  out  to  see  whether  current  technological 
progress  has  a  solution,  but  so  far  it  appears  that  no  such  advance 
has  been  made.  This  is  despite  enquiries  made  from  Research  Establish¬ 
ments  in  this  country  and  in  America.  Although  the  smell  only  occurs 
on  rare  occasions  when  down-draught  or  temperature  inversion  conditions 
prevail,  the  matter  is  still  under  very  close  scrutiny. 

NOISE  CONTROL 

It  has  been  said  that  the  Noise  Abatement  Act  1960  is  an 
inadequate  piece  of  legislation  and  that  further  statutory  control  is 
required  to  protect  the  public  from  increasing  nuisance  from  noise. 

Whilst  not  disagreeing  with  this  statement  the  Department  investigated 
some  72  cases  of  noise  during  the  year,  and  confirmed  that  in  63  cases 
the  complaints  were  justified.  In  three  cases,  in  respect  of  industrial 
and  commercial  premises,  it  was  necessary  to  serve  formal  Abatement 
Notices  under  the  Act  which  resulted  in  substantial  improvement  and  a 
further  58  cases  were  dealt  with  informally.  This  shows  that  despite 
the  shortcomings  of  the  Noise  Abatement  Act,  it  is  reasonably  effective. 

Last  year  reference  was  made  to  the  campaign  to  prevent  unmuffled 
road  breakers  and  compressors  being  used.  Unfortunately,  during  the 
year  many  contractors  were  found  to  be  using  noisy  equipment.  Whilst 
all  plant  hire  firms  can  provide  suitably  suppressed  equipment,  it  is 
easy  for  contractors  to  obtain  unsuppressed  equipment  at  a  cheaper  rate. 
It  is  hoped  in  new  legislation  that  a  simple  prohibition  of  the  use  of 
such  noisy  equipment  will  be  enacted  along  the  lines  of  private  Act 
legislation  now  in  use  by  a  number  of  Local  Authorities. 
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CLEAN  AIR 


The  number  of  contraventions  recorded  in  respect  of  dark  smoke  were 
again  very  few,  only  some  12  were  recorded  during  the  whole  of  the  year 
and  these  were  generally  as  a  result  of  some  breakdown  in  control.  In 
respect  of  dark  smoke  offences  under  the  Clean  Air  Act  1968,  i.e.  dark 
smoke  arising  from  open  fires  on  industrial  premises,  four  offences 
were  recorded.  This  does  not  include  burning  from  demolition  sites 
which  are  a  more  frequent  cause  for  complaint  yet  difficult  to  control 
under  the  1968  Act.  Obviously  a  demolition  contractor  finds  it  much 
cheaper  to  burn  on  the  site  rather  than  use  expensive  transport  to  move 
the  debris  to  suitable  tipping  sites. 

The  decision  of  the  Council  to  install  an  incinerator  in  association 
with  the  pulverised  refuse  plant  was  welcomed  during  the  year. 

Forty  -six  applications  for  approval  of  chimney  heights  were 
received  and  or  approved,  in  some  ten  cases  after  discussion  and 
alteration. 

MEASUREMENT  OF  AIR  POLLUTION 


In  Appendices  D  1  and  2,  graphs  showing  the  levels  of  pollution  of 
smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  are  shown,  and  in  Appendix  D  3  the  trends 
since  1964  can  be  observed.  These  are  very  encouraging  and  show  that 
in  respect  of  smoke  the  reduction  is  marked,  due  to  the  modernisation 
of  both  industrial  and  domestic  heating  and  fuel  burning  appliances. 

The  reduction  in  the  amount  of  bituminous  coal  burnt  in  the  district 
is  very  marked,  despite  the  fact  that  the  Council  have  not  embarked 
on  a  "smoke  control  programme",  and  shows  that  the  natural  changes  in 
forms  of  heating  in  houses  are  giving  the  desired  results. 

During  the  year,  liaison  was  established  with  a  local  firm,  who  are 
producing  more  sophisticated  equipment  for  the  measurement  of  air  pollution 
including  pollution  from  traffic  sources  and  whilst  the  Department  will 
still  maintain  their  present  facilities  for  measurement,  the  question 
of  measuring  the  effects  of  traffic  pollution  i.e.  carbon  monoxide, 
hydrocarbons,  aldehydes,  etc.  in  busy  traffic  areas  or  car  parks  is 
receiving  increasing  attention. 

DISINFESTATION  AND  PEST  CONTROL 


The  Department  carried  out  11  disinfestations  of  verminous  premises 
and  treated  389  cases  of  insect  pests  including  the  destruction  of  wasps 
nests.  In  addition  they  carried  out  the  routine  control  of  mosquitoes. 
No  infestation  by  bugs  was  reported  this  year. 

RODENT  CONTROL 


During  the  year  857  complaints  were  received  with  regard  to  rats 
and  mice  and  every  complaint  was  investigated  and  dealt  with. 

The  low  level  of  complaints  is  very  gratifying  and  gives  an 
indication  of  the  efficiency  of  the  service  which  has  been  carried  out 
in  the  Borough.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  Council's  policy  of 
providing  a  free  service  to  all  premises  has  been  responsible  for  the 
gradual  reduction  of  complaints. 

In  1971  it  is  hoped  to  commence  the  block  survey  of  the  Borough 
(that  is  a  house-to-house  inspection).  This  should  give  rise  to  greater 
control  over  the  rat  pest  and  help  us  towards  our  ultimate  goal  -  as 
far  as  humanly  possible  -  a  rat-free  community. 

CARAVANS.  CAMP  SITES  AND  GYPSIES 

There  are  only  two  caravan  sites  within  the  Borough,  situated  at 
Rockley  and  Merley.  Both  are  Holiday  Camps  and  open  from  March  to 
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October  inclusive.  The  former  has  a  capacity  of  1,125  caravans 
with  accommodation  for  110  tents,  while  the  latter  has  accommodation 
for  126.  At  Merley  26  of  the  caravans  are  connected  to  the  main 
drainage  system. 

Owing  to  the  increase  in  size  of  the  caravans  in  recent  years 
it  was  found  that  the  distance  of  25  feet  was  not  being  maintained 
between  the  caravans  in  some  instances.  The  Council  decided  that  the 
distance  between  caravans  could  be  reduced  to  twenty  feet  and  the 
caravans  were  re-aligned  to  comply  with  this  requirement. 

One  individual  caravan  was  licensed  for  use  in  connection  with 
a  private  house  during  the  year. 

Slow  progress  continued  with  regard  to  the  provision  of  suitable 
accommodation  for  the  gypsies  during  the  year.  The  last  count  showed 
the  gypsy  population  to  be  51  families  consisting  of  109  adults  and 
125  children. 

The  land  has  been  acquired  and  two  camps  are  being  constructed. 

The  first  at  Mannings  Heath  Road  and  is  of  a  more  permanent  nature  than 
the  one  at  Alderney.  It  is  proposed  that  twenty-two  families  shall 
be  sited  at  the  former  camp  with  the  view  of  rehabilitating  them  for 
transfer  into  tranditional  houses  in  the  future.  The  Alderney  camp 
is  scheduled  to  last  until  the  end  of  1974  when  the  area  will  be 
required  for  road  purposes.  It  is  intended  to  offer  all  those 
gypsies  not  accommodated  at  the  Mannings  Heath  Road  Camp  a  site  at 
the  Temporary  camp  at  Alderney.  After  that  time,  it  will  be  an 
offence  to  camp  on  the  Canford  Heath  and  action  can  be  taken  by  the 
Council  against  individuals  under  the  provision  of  the  Poole  Corporation 
Act  1961.  It  is  hoped  to  bring  the  two  sites  in  Poole  into  operation 
about  August,  1971. 

The  provision  of  other  gypsy  camp  sites  in  the  County  by  the 
County  Council  will  relieve  the  demand  for  sites  in  the  Borough  of 
Poole,  and  it  is  hoped  that  these  County  Council  sites  will  soon  be 
provided . 

SWIMMING  BATHS 


There  are  two  open-air  baths  in  the  Borough,  one  operated  by  the 
Corporation  and  one  is  privately  owned.  There  is  also  a  small 
private-owned  covered  and  heated  bath  available  to  the  public.  In 
addition  there  are  12  private  swimming  baths  in  schools  and  institutions. 
All  of  these,  except  one  have  continuous  filtration  and  chlorination 
plants . 

The  Council  has  plans  for  the  erection  of  a  covered  and  heated 
swimming  bath  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  not  be  long  delayed  as 
the  existing  open  air  pool  is  not  in  good  condition. 

The  increase  in  the  numbers  and  use  of  swimming  baths  placed  a 
greater  burden  on  the  inspectorate  in  supervising  and  advising  on 
chlorination  procedures. 

Eighty-seven  water  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  73  of  which  were  found  to  be  satisfactory,  suitable 
action  being  taken  where  necessary.  These  samples  are  in  addition 
to  the  regular  checks  on  chlorine  residuals.

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COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 


There  is  only  one  common  lodging  house  in  the  Borough  and  this 
really  caters  for  regular  weekly  lodgers.  It  is  well  run  and  caters 
for  27  males. 

KEEPING  OF  ANIMALS 

( i )  Diseases  of  Animals 


The  public  health  inspectors  are  designated  as  Inspectors  under 
the  Diseases  of  Animals  Act  and  as  such,  are  liable  to  be  called  out 
at  any  time  of  the  day  or  night. 

(ii)  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act  1963 

Only  one  establishment  was  registered  under  this  Act  and  it  was 
well  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

(iii) Riding  Establishments  Act  1970 

This  Act  is  for  the  protection  of  horses  but  only  applies  where 
the  horses  are  let  out  for  hire.  It  does  not  apply  to  horses  privately 
owned  and  used. 

In  the  Borough  three  premises  were  licensed  during  the  year. 

( iv)  Pet  Animals  Act  1951 


This  Act  is  for  the  protection  of  animals  kept  for  sale  and 
generally  is  well  complied  with.  There  are  ten  premises  licensed 
in  the  Borough. 

( v)  General 


The  inspectors  keep  a  close  watch  on  piggeries,  stables  and 
poultry  premises.  Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  requirements  of 
the  Swill  Boiling  Regulations  at  piggeries  to  prevent  transference 
of  infection  from  the  uncooked  swill  to  the  animals. 

A  careful  watch  is  kept  on  the  sale  of  Pets'  Meat  to  ensure  there 
is  no  cross  infection  of  other  food  supplies. 

The  Council  has  the  benefit  of  the  advice  of  Col.  Kingston,  M.B.E., 
M.R.C.V.S.  and  who  is  always  ready  to  assist  the  Department  in  matters 
appertaining  to  the  keeping  of  animals. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

The  Department  have  considerable  duties  of  ensuring  compliance 
with  the  above-named  Act  except  in  those  premises  occupied  by  the 
Crown  and  local  authorities. 

There  are  1,263  premises  registered  under  the  Act,  an  increase  of 
51  in  the  year.  The  Act  covers  cleanliness,  over-crowding,  temperature, 
ventilation,  lighting,  sanitary  conveniences,  washing  facilities,  drinking 
water,  safety  of  premises,  machinery  and  lifts,  training  of  staff,  etc. 

One  thousand  two  hundred  and  thirty  premises  received  a  general 
inspection  during  the  year,  but  the  number  of  visits  of  all  kinds  by 
inspectors  to  registered  premises  was  3,918. 

Generally  contraventions  were  of  a  minor  nature,  but  the  control 
of  lifts  is  one  which  occasionally  causes  some  concern. 
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Twenty-four  accidents  were  notified  during  the  year  and  16  were 
investigated.  It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  legal  action  in  regard 
to  these  occurences,  but  suggestions  were  made  in  some  cases  to  prevent 
a  recurrence.

(ii)  Housing  Act  1969 

This  was  the  first  full  year  for  the  operation  of  this  Act  and 
during  this  period  the  total  number  of  applications  for  Qualification 
Certificates  was  406.  (Ninety-five  for  Qualifaction  Certficate  and 
Improvement  Grant  where  the  premises  lack  amenities  and  311  for 
Qualification  Certificates  where  the  houses  had  all  the  amenities). 
These  statistics  are  in  no  way  indicative  of  the  amount  of  time  and 
effort  that  is  required  in  order  to  successfully  operate  this  Act. 

A  great  deal  of  time  has  been  spent  in  explaining  the  provisions  and 
conditions  of  the  Act  to  landlords  and  tenants  both  in  the  office 
and  the  home.  It  was  necessary  to  re-organise  the  Department  in 
order  to  absorb  a  great  amount  of  clerical  and  administrative  work.

Each  application  for  a  Qualification  Certificate  results  in 
at  least  two  or  three  visits  and  interviews  by  the  inspectorate  and 
the  issue  of  seven  or  eight  forms  or  letters  before  the  final  issue 
of  a  Qualification  Certificate.  The  object  of  the  Act  is  to  raise 
the  standard  of  houses  to  conform  to  modern  requirements,  this  being 
carried  out  by  improvement  and  repair.  It  has  meant  that  it  was 
necessary  for  the  inspectorate  to  make  a  detailed  inspection  and 
report  of  all  houses  visited,  since  Qualification  Certificates 
are  not  issued  until  both  conditions  are  satisfied.  All  this 
work  has  been  absorbed  with  the  present  establishment  of  inspect¬ 
orial  and  clerical  staff.  This  is  in  addition  to  the  liaison 
work  carried  out  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  other  departments. 

(iii) Routine  Inspection  and  Repair 

Work  has  also  proceeded  with  the  routine  inspection  for 
disrepair  and  the  number  of  visits  made  was  3,644.  One  hundred  and 
thirty  three  informal  notices  and  ten  statutory  notices  were  served 
and  by  the  end  of  the  year,  70  had  been  complied  with.  It  should  be 
pointed  out  that  the  work  of  routine  inspection  and  repair  has  become 
very  closely  associated  with  the  1969  Act  since  landlords  realise  that 
by  bringing  their  premises  to  a  good  state  of  repair  they  are  able 
to  claim  a  fair  rent. 

( i v)  Housing  Improvements  Survey 

Last  year  reference  was  made  to  the  survey  of  the  Town.  This 
work  was  completed  early  in  1970  and  a  check  percentage  survey  was 
carried  out  by  the  student  inspector  as  part  of  his  University 
project.  This  survey  confirmed  the  preliminary  information  given 
last  year,  in  that  there  are  approximately  1,670  houses  lacking  one 
or  more  of  the  standard  amenities  out  of  the  35,687  houses  in  the 
town,  a  percentage  of  4.7.  This  compares  with  the  estimated  national 
average  for  1967  of  25%.  It  is  also  estimated  that  the  average  for 
the  south  west  is  approximately  13%.  the  rate  of  improvements  now 
being  carried  out  under  the  1969  Act  could  be  said  to  be  running  at 
approximately  150/200  a  year,  so  that  if  this  pace  is  maintained, 
bearing  in  mind  that  a  large  number  of  these  older  houses  are 
occupied  by  aged  persons,  a  five  year  programme  would  see  the 
majority  of  houses  available  and  requiring  improvement,  so  improved. 

( v)  General  Improvement  Areas 

The  Council  has  set  up  a  Working  Party  in  respect  of  General 
Improvement  areas  and  a  number  of  meetings  have  been  held  to 
co-ordinate  the  work  of  interested  Departments.  This  is  not  an 
easy  task  in  Poole  because  the  problem  is  not  as  acute  as  in 
other  areas,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  figures  in  the  previous  para¬ 
graph  oh  the  Housing  Survey.  The  areas  which  contain  these  houses 
are  not  as  uniformally  drab  or  lacking  in  environmental  amenities 
as  would  be  thought.  However,  it  is  hoped  that  recommendations 
will  be  made  to  the  Council  in  the  very  near  future.  Notwithstanding 
this,  the  improvement  of  houses,  the  main  object  of  the  exercise,  is 
proceeding  apace  and  relies  largely  on  a  door-to-door  campaign  as 
well  as  other  publicity. 
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( vi )  Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 


The  Department  is  aware  of  some  110  houses  in  the  Borough  at 
present  in  multipe  occupancy,  and  73  of  these  are  estimated  to  need 
attention  under  the  Housing  Act  1961.  During  the  year  52  notices 
were  served,  many  of  which  were  concerned  with  means  of  escape  in 
case  of  fire  -  a  major  hazard  in  this  type  of  property. 

The  number  of  houses  in  multiple  occupation  will  continue  to 
grow,  due  to  the  present  shortage  of  low-cost  housing  and  reduction 
in  the  building  programme, and  while  Poole  has  no  large  areas  of  the 
Victorian  type  houses  which  lend  themsleves  to  this  use,  even  modest 
size  houses  are  being  multi-occupied.  The  Department's  list  of  such 
houses  is  constantly  being  revised  by  information  from  many  sources. 
The  Housing  Act  1969  does  allow  for  special  improvement  grants  to  be 
made  in  respect  of  providing  additional  amenities  for  these  houses 
and  enquiries  are  being  made  to  establish  whether  work  required  to 
effect  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  would  rank  for  Grant.  When 
information  is  completed,  a  report  will  be  placed  in  front  of  the 
Housing  Committee. 

( vi i )Slum  Clearance 


This  term  is  now  a  misnomer  in  the  Borough  in  that  the  areas  of 
unfit  houses  have  been  cleared  and  most  of  the  sites  have  been  redev¬ 
eloped  . 

From  time  to  time,  the  Department  comes  across  a  house  which  has 
become  unfit  for  human  habitation,  but  action  can  now  quickly  be  taken 

During  1970,  no  houses  were  recommended  for  demolition  or  closure 


FOOD 

(i )  Food  Hygiene  -  Premises 

The  regular  and  routine  inspection  of  all  types  of  food  premises 
in  the  Borough  was  continued  during  the  year  but  on  a  reduced  scale 
owing  to  the  shortage  of  staff.  Practically  all  premises  comply  with 
the  structural  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations 
so  that  the  inspectors  can  concentrate  on  cleanliness  and  the  personal 
aspects  of  the  Regulations.  In  all  4,073  inspections  were  made, 
mainly  without  prior  warning,  and  in  98  instances  it  was  necessary  to 
draw  the  occupier's  attention  to  matters  which  needed  attention. 

Normally,  it  is  not  necessary  for  the  Department  to  institute 
legal  proceedings  for  contraventions,  but  in  one  case  it  was  found 
necessary  to  adopt  this  course.  The  case  was  heard  by  the  Magistrates 
and  fines  and  costs  of  £195  were  imposed. 

(ii)  Food  Hygiene  -  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles 

During  the  year  100  visits  were  made  to  stalls  and  delivery  vans, 
many  of  the  former  being  made  late  at  night.  Generally,  the  stalls  and 
vans  were  found  to  comply  with  the  Regulations,  and  it  was  not  found 
necessary  to  institute  proceedings  for  contraventions. 

(iii) Food  Hygiene  -  Education 

During  the  year  lectures  were  given  to  various  associations  with 
regard  to  Food  Hygiene.  In  particular,  two  courses  of  instruction  were 
held  for  the  training  of  food  handlers  and  twenty  members  obtained  a 
Council  Certificate  of  Competence.  A  course  was  also  instituted  for 
the  junior  members  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade. 

The  purchase  of  a  film  on  food  hygiene  was  of  great  assistance  in 
the  propagation  of  this  essential  work. 
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(iv)  Meat  Inspection 


There  is  only  one  slaughterhouse  in  the  Borough  and  this  is 
attached  to  a  large  food  factory.  It  is  modern  and  well  maintained. 

All  animals  are  inspected  and  the  number  killed  in  1970  was  23,015, 
a  slight  increase  on  1969. 

A  Meat  Inspector  was  appointed  in  the  late  Autumn  and  this  has 
released  the  services  of  an  inspector  to  general  duties. 

( v)  Poultry  Inspection 

There  are  no  poultry  processing  premises  in  the  Borough. 

( vi )  Other  Food  Inspection 

The  Department  is  called  in  by  traders  to  give  advice  with  regard 
to  all  types  of  food  stuffs  about  which  there  may  be  some  doubt.  The 
Department  undertakes  the  collection  and  destruction  of  all  foods  which 
are  condemned  or  surrendered.

( vii) Milk  Supplies 

A  careful  check  is  kept  on  all  milk  supplies  in  the  Borough  and 
regular  samples  for  both  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  are 
taken  of  these  supplies. 

Three  hundred  and  ninety  three  bacteriological  samples  were 
submitted  for  examination  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  and  all 
samples  were  satisfactory  to  both  the  methelene  blue  and  the 
phosphatase  tests. 

The  only  remaining  bottling  plant  in  Poole  was  closed  down  this 
year,  but  the  premises  remain  as  a  distribution  depot. 

All  premises  and  vehicles  from  which  milk  is  sold  are  under  the 
constant  supervision  of  the  inspectorate  and  during  the  year  374  visits 
were  made  to  dairies  and  milk  shops. 

( viii ) Ice-Cream  Supplies 

There  are  no  ice-cream  factories  in  the  Borough  althought  some 
premises  produce  soft  ice-cream  for  retail  sale  on  the  premises.  There 
has  been  an  increase  in  the  sale  of  loose  ice-cream  from  retail  shops 
in  the  last  year. 

There  is  still  no  legal  standard  for  the  bacteriological  condition 
of  ice-cream  and  the  presumptive  standard  is  used.  Ice-cream  samples 
are  submittted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  for  chemical 
analysis .

( ix)  Food  and  Drug  Sampling 

Sixty  four  formal  samples  and  207  informal  samples  of  food  were 
taken  during  the  year.  This  is  an  increase  on  the  previous  year  and 
in  line  with  the  growth  of  thepopulation.  Seven  unsatisfactory  reports 
were  received  in  respect  of  analysis  and  three  for  labelling.  No 
legal  proceedings  were  required  as  most  of  the  unsatisfactory  reports 
were  dealt  with  directly  with  the  manufacturers.  Twenty  informal 
drug  samples  were  taken  and  the  one  unsatisfactory  sample  was  taken 
up  with  the  manufacturer. 

Seventeen  samples  of  food  for  evidence  of  pesticide  residue  were 
also  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst.  The  Public  Analyst  for  Poole  is 
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the  City  Analyst  for  Southampton,  and  an  excellent  relationship 
has  now  been  built  up  between  the  Department  and  the  Analyst. 

Poole's  sample  programme  is  co-ordinated  with  the  programme  for 
Southampton,  Bournemouth,  Winchester  and  Weymouth,  and  this  is  in 
accordance  with  modern  practice  and  ensures  that, over  a  wide  area 
of  the  south  of  England,  even  administration  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act  is  maintained  with  the  consequent  improved  service  to  the  public. 

(x)  Bacteriological  Sampling 

Eight  hundred  and  twenty  three  samples  of  food  were  submitted 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  as  part  of  a  wide  programme  of 
bacteriological  surveillance.  These  foods  include  milk,  ice-cream, 
shellfish  and  a  large  number  of  meat  products  reflecting  the  high 
production  and  consumption  of  these,  due  to  the  two  large  factories 
in  the  Borough. 

(xi )  Food  Complaints 

Seventy  -  seven  complaints  of  food  both  in  regard  to  foreign  matters 
and  mould  were  received  by  the  Department.  This  showed  a  decrease 
over  the  previous  year.  Three  prosecutions  were  instituted  during  the 
year  and  fines  totalling  £35  were  imposed. 

(xii) Milk  Supplies  -  Brucella  Abortus 

All  milk  in  the  area  is  heat-treated.  No  samples  of  raw  milk 
were  examined. 

FACTORIES  ACT 


All  factories  are  regularly  inspected  and  no  special 
difficulties  were  found.  There  were  a  few  minor  contraventions,  but 
these  are  usually  dealt  with  informally.  During  the  year,  1,232 
visits  were  made  and  10  contraventions  were  discovered.

OUTWORKERS 

Seventy-eight  visits  were  made  to  outworkers'  premises  and  it 
was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  steps  with  regard  to  unwholesome 
or  infected  premises.  There  are  no  outworkers  dealing  with  foodstuffs.

5.  FOOD  POISONING 

In  1970,  there  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning,  but 
one  family  outbreak  and  seven  sporadic  cases  involving  in  all  a  total 
of  nine  persons. 

Forty-two  incidents  of  enteritis  and  similar  conditions  were 
investigated  during  the  year,  and  94  specimens,  mainly  of  faeces  were 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  Again,  the  co-operation 
of  the  local  Medical  Practitioners  and  in  particular,  the  Director 
and  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Poole  General  Hospital 
is  gratefully  appreciated.  The  close  liaison  with  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  is  a  principal  factor  in  the  control  of  infectious 
diseases.

Due  to  shortage  of  staff  and  pressure  of  other  work,  the  amount 
of  time  and  energy  that  could  be  expended  on  this  work  was  somewhat 
limited,  but  efforts  were  made  to  keep  the  Food  Hygiene  Course  in 
being  and  the  Department  still"  carried  out  its  share  of  talks  to 
local  meetings,  etc. 

A  course  of  lectures  in  Environmental  Health  and  Food  Hygiene 
was  given  to  classes  in  Child  Care  at  Poole  Technical  College.  The 
Department  now  possess  a  film  on  Food  Hygiene  in  addition  to  its 
collection  of  colour  slides  and  these  are  most  useful  aids  in  this 
work.

INTRODUCTION 


The  report  is  submitted  in  accordance  with  Article  12  (4)  of  the 
Public  Health  Officers  (Port  Health  Districts)  Regulations,  1959.  As 
a  result  of  the  Public  Health  (Ships)  Regulations,  1952,  the  Minister 
of  Health  reviewed  the  form  and  scope  of  the  Annual  Reports  of  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  and  in  Port  Form  20  enclosed  with  Circular  35/52 
dated  6th  November,  1952,  he  prescribed  the  form  and  sequence  which  the 
reports  should  follow. 

One  requirement  of  the  Minister  is  that  the  information  required 
by  Sections  I,  V,  VI,  VIII,  XIV,  XV  and  XVI  (all  marked  with  asterisk) 
need  only  be  given  in  full  every  fifth  year  and  for  the  intermediate 
years  only  the  changes  which  have  occurred  during  the  year  covered  by 
the  report  need  be  included.  The  full  information  required  in  these 
sections  is  therefore  set  out  in  this  Annual  Report  for  1970. 

In  presenting  this  report  I  have  pleasure  in  taking  the  opport¬ 
unity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to  the  Harbour  Master,  Captain  W.C. 
Allison,  and  the  Officers  of  H.M.  Customs  for  their  ready  co-operation 
and  help  during  the  year,  and  to  the  Port  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  C.B.

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THE  PORT  OF  POOLE 


Constitution  of  the  Port  Health  Authority 

By  an  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board  dated  21st.  September, 
1887,  and  an  amending  order  dated  27th  February,  1909,  a  Port  Sanitary 
Authority  was  constituted  to  exercise  the  powers  and  functions 
assigned  by  the  Order. 

The  style  "Port  Sanitary  Authority"  was  changed  to  "Port  Health 
Authority"  in  1936. 

The  Port  Health  Authority  is  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of 
the  Borough,  acting  by  the  Council. 

Limits  of  Jurisdiction 


The  present  limits  of  jurisdiction  were  fixed  in  1909,  as  follows:- 

"The  jurisdiction  of  the  said  Port  Sanitary  Authority  shall  extend 
to  all  that  part  of  the  said  Port  of  Poole  aforesaid  which  lies  to  land¬ 
ward  of  a  line  drawn  from  the  seaward  extremity  of  the  eastern  boundary 
of  the  Borough  of  Poole  to  the  seaward  extremity  of  the  headland  known 
as  Standfast  Point;  together  with  the  waters  of  the  said  part  of  the 
Port  and  all  docks,  basins,  harbours,  creeks,  rivers,  channels,  roads 
bays  and  streams  within  that  part  of  the  said  port,  and  the  place  or 
places  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  as  the  Customs  Boarding 
Station  or  Stations  for  that  part  of  the  said  Port,  and  the  place  or  places 
for  the  time  being  appointed  for  the  mooring  or  anchoring  of  ships  for 
the  said  part  of  the  said  Port  under  any  regulations  for  the  prevention 
of  the  spread  of  disease  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  Statutes  in 
that  behalf,  and  for  the  purposes  of  any  such  Regulations  as  aforesaid, 
shall  also  extend  to  any  ship  which  in  pursuance  thereof,  or  of  any 
directions  given  thereunder  shall  be  moored  or  anchored  at  the  place 
appointed  thereunder  as  aforesaid,  or  which  shall  be  on  its  way  thither". 

Port  Facilities 

Poole  is  chiefly  a  cargo  port  and  its  trade  is  mainly  carried  on  with 
other  British  ports  and  those  on  the  coasts  of  France,  Belgium,  Holland 
and  Germany  and  there  is  also  a  regular  trade  with  the  Baltic  Ports. 

During  the  summer  season  the  port  is  the  base  for  day  pleasure  boats 
operating  between  local  seaside  resorts  and  this  is  the  only  passenger 
traffic . 

Inshore  fishing  in  still  carried  on  and  the  report  on  the  shell  fish 
industry  is  dealt  with  in  Section  XIV. 

The  public  quay  accommodation  consits  of  3,270  feet  frontage,  i.e. 
Hamworthy  Quay  270  feet  at  15  ft.  Admiralty  Chart  Datum  -  for  tankers 
500  feet  at  15  ft.  Admiralty  Chart  Datum)  for 
Town  Quay  1000  feet  at  16  ft.  Admiralty  Chart  Datum)  general 

1000  feet  at  15  ft.  to  10  ft.  do  )  cargo 

500  feet  shallow  berthing  (for  yachts) 

The  general  cargo  quay  at  Hamworthy  is  served  by  rail. 

Unloading  equipment  at  the  port  consists  of  seven  travelling  cranes, 
three  mobile  cranes  and  three  coal  transporters.  There  are  nine  ship  and 
boat  yards  for  the  building  and  repairing  of  ships. 

There  is  in  the  harbour  an  extensive  safe  anchorage.  The  depth  of  the 
water  at  the  Harbour  Bar  is  13  feet  -  Admiralty  Chart  Datum  and  the 
range  varies  from  about  7  feet  at  springs  to  a  few  inches  at  neaps.  Both 
the  flood  and  ebb  tides  run  at  about  three-quarters  of  a  knot  at  the  Bar. 
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At  the  Haven  entrance  the  maximum  is  4^  knots  with  about  knots  for 
Brownsea  Roads  while  in  the  rest  of  the  harbour  2  knots  is  seldom  exceeded.

The  general  supply  was  sampled  every  two  or  three  days  through 
the  year  and  every  sample  was  reported  as  Class  I  "highly  satisfactory". 
During  the  year  28  samples  of  water  were  taken  direct  from  the 
quay  hydrants  used  for  shipping.  All  samples  were  reported  as 
Class  I. 

Twelve  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  from  ships  and  all  samples  were  reported  as  Classes  I 
and  1 1 . 

3.  Precautions  taken  against  contamination  of  hydrants  and 
hosepipes . 

All  the  hydrants  on  the  quay  ^  except  one  -  are  fixed  in 
boxes  at  ground  level  and  it  is  impossible  to  keep  the  boxes  free 
from  contamination  by  road  surface  water  and  harbour  water. 

Instructions  have,  therefore,  been  given  that  all  hydrants  must 
be  cleansed,  disinfected  and  flushed  before  use. 

The  one  hydrant  which  is  above  ground  is  enclosed  in  a  brick 
pillar  with  lockable  metal  door.  All  the  water  samples  from  this 
point  have  been  reported  as  Class  I.

In  1970  no  water  boats  operated  within  the  harbour.

The  list  of  infected  areas  is  revised  weekly  on  receipt  of 
the  Weekly  Epidemiological  Record  issued  by  the  World  Health 
Organisation,  and  the  revised  list  is  immediately  sent  to  the 
Port  Health  Inspector,  H.M.  Customs  Officers,  the  Senior  Pilot 
and  the  Harbour  Master. 

2.  Radio  Messages

Poole  is  not  a  radio  transmitting  port  but  if 
necessary,  messages  can  be  transmitted  through 
Niton  Radio,  Isle  of  Wight. 

(b)  Arrangements  for  receiving  messages  by  radio  by 
ships  and  acting  thereon  (Regulation  14  (l)(a)  and  (2). 

Messages  are  relayed  from  ships  at  sea  direct  to 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  by  telephone. 

3.  Notification  otherwise  than  by  radio  (Regulation  14  (l)(b). 

Duty  pilots  pass  on  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  signals 
for  the  Port  Health  Authority  received  from  ships  approaching  the 
harbour. 

Where  advance  notice  is  received  by  H.M.  Customs  Officer  or  the 
Harbour  Master  of  the  arrival  of  a  ship  from  an  infected  area  this 
information  is  sent  immediately  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  who 
will  arrange  for  a  Medical  Officer  to  inspect  the  ship. 

Vessels  are  boarded  upon  arrival  by  the  Port  Health  Inspector 
and  H.M.  Customs  Officer  who  provide  and  collect  the  Maritime 
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Declarations  of  Health  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  these 
officers  to  contact  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  immediately  by 
telephone  in  the  case  of  an  inward  vessel  requiring  special  or 
immediate  attention. 

Advance  messages  are  occasionally  received  from  shipping  agents 
in  the  Port.  The  telegraphic  address  of  the  Medical  Oflficer  of  Health 
is  "Portelth  Poole".  At  the  Port  Health  Office,  Public  Health 
Department,  Central  Clinic,  Civic  Centre,  Park  Road,  Poole,  messages 
can  be  received  and  the  necessary  action  taken  thereon  at  any  time 
during  the  day  or  night. 

The  Port  Health  Inspectors  work  in  very  close  liaison  with  the 
Officers  of  H.M.  Customs,  the  Harbour  Master,  the  pilots  and  the 
shipping  agents. 

4.  Mooring  Stations  (Regulations  22  and  30). 

A  mooring  station  has  been  established  at  a  point  in  the  main 
channel  half-way  between  Parkstone  Shoal  Light  Buoy  and  Stakes  Buoy, 
just  clear  of  shipping.  If  so  directed  by  the  Port  Medical  Officer, 
the  southern  end  of  the  New  Quay,  Hamworthy,  can  be  used. 

5.  Arrangements  for  dealing  with  Infectious  Diseases. 

(a)  Hospital  accommodation  for  persons  suffering  from 
Infectious  Diseases  (other  than  smallpox). 

This  is  available  at  the  Infectious  Disease  Unit,  Poole 
General  Hospital.  A  full-time  ambulance  service  of  the  Local 
Health  Authority  is  available  at  all  times  at  the  Poole 
Ambulance  Depot. 

(b)  Surveillance  and  follow-up  of  contacts 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  surveillance  and 
follow-up  of  contacts  to  be  carried  out  in  accordance  with 
Sections  36  to  38  of  the  Public  Health  (Ships)  Regulations 
1952.  Infectious  disease  contacts  proceeding  home  are 
provided  with  notification  post-cards  for  use  if  required, 
and  immediate  notification  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  district  to  which  they  are  proceeding. 

(c)  A  steam  disinfecting  station  is  now  available  at 
Stokewood  Road,  Bournemouth,  under  the  control  of 
Bournemouth  County  Borough  and  arrangements  have  been  made 

for  joint  use. 

Other  disinfection  can  be  carried  out  at  the  Public 
Health  Department,  Central  Clinic,  Civic  Centre,  Park 
Road,  Poole,  where  a  Cleansing  Station  is  also  available. 

The  Corpbration  has  a  sufficient  and  qualified  staff 
for  the  disinfection  of  ships.

Certificates  and  Deratting  Exemption  Certificates  in  accordance  with  Article 
17  of  the  International  Sanitary  Regulations,  1951,  and  Articles  19,  20  and 
21  of  the  Port  Health  (Ships)  Regulations,  1952,  are  enforced  in  the  Port. 
Both  the  Port  Health  Inspector  and  the  Deputy  Port  Health  Inspectors  have 
been  trained  in  deratisation  procedure.

1.  During  routine  inspections  of  ships  by  the  Port  Health  Inspectors 
masters  and  crew  are  questioned  as  to  the  presence  of  rat6.  The  ship  in 
general  and  the  crew's  quarters  in  particular  are  examined  for  evidence 
of  infestation.  Where  evidence  is  found  or  suspected  a  detailed  search 
of  the  ship  including  the  holds  is  made  by  the  Port  Health  Inspector 
who  endeavours  to  secure  one  or  more  rats  for  bacteriological  and 
pathological  examination. 

Whenever  a  Deratting  Certificate  or  Deratting  Exemption 
Certificate  is  found  to  be  out  of  date  or  a  certificate  is  needed,  a 
detailed  inspection  and  search  of  the  ship  is  made  by  the  Port  Health 
Inspector  before  a  certificate  is  issued  or  renewed.  A  similar  procedure 
is  adopted  before  the  issue  or  renewal  of  Rodent  Control  Certificates  for 
coastal  ships. 

2.  Bacteriological  and  pathological  examinations  of  rodents  are 
carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Poole  (  Director,  G.J.G. 
King,  M.B.,  B.Ch.).  No  rats  were  obtained  from  ships  during  the  year. 

3.  Small  infestations  of  rats  on  ships  are  dealt  with  directly  by 
the  Rod oat  Control  Staff,  using  standard  trapping  and  baiting  methods. 
Major  infestations  requiring  large  scale  fumigations  are  carried  out 
by  any  one  of  the  commercial  contractors  on  the  Authority’s  list, 
the  arrangements  being  made  direct  by  the  owners  or  agents. 

4.  The  Port  Health  Inspectors  work  in  very  close  liaison  with  the 
ship  designers  and  ship  builders  in  the  area  to  secure  proper  ratproofing 
in  the  ships  built  in  the  Port.  Very  few  opportunites  arise  for  the 
improvement  of  structures  of  other  ships  owing  to.  their  very  short  stay 
in  the  Port.

The  oyster  industry  continued  to  be  carried  on  during  the 
year  and  samples  were  taken  from  every  batch  of  oysters  before 
despatch. 


It  will  be  noted  in  Table  H  that  three  of  the  samples  of 
treated  oysters  were  in  Class  II  and  Class  III,  these  were  the 
result  of  carrying  out  cleansing  in  an  indoor  experimental  tank.  None 
of  these  treated  oysters  were  sold  until  they  had  received  further 
treatment  and,  when  sampled,  were  in  Class  I. 

The  Poole  Oyster  Company  have  been  carrying  out  extensive 
experiments  in  growing  native  and  Japanese  varieties  of  oysters 
from  eggs.  The  oysters  are  grown  for  two  months  under  laboratory 
conditions  then  transferred  to  an  outdoor  tank,  and  finally  laid  in 
the  harbour.  These  experiments  have  been  carried  out  on  a  large 
scale  and  the  results  have  been  highly  satisfactory.  Next  year  the 
company  hope  to  produce  several  million  oysters  for  commercial  use.

The  mortuary  at  the  Poole  General  Hospital  is  available  and 
no  difficulty  would  arise  in  arranging  cremation  or  burial  in  one  of 
the  local  authority  cemeteries. 

Pollution  of  the  Harbour . 


The  waters  of  Poole  Harbour  are  subject  to  intermittent  sewage 
pollution  from  various  sources.  It  is  believed  that  some  of  the  pollution 
comes  from  Poole  Bay  which  receives  the  sewage  from  the  three  towns  on  its 
shores  but  as  inland  treatment  works  proceed  this  should  be  reduced.  A 
growing  source  of  pollution  is  undoubtedly  the  increase  in  the  use  of  the 
harbour  for  recreational  purposes,  i.e.  yachting,  marinas,  etc. 

The  scheme  for  the  diversion  of  all  Poole  sewage  from  the  sea 
to  the  sewage  disposal  works  proceeded  satisfactorily  in  1970  and  two 
further  pumping  stations  were  commissioned  which  reduced  the  sewage 
pollution  load  from  Poole  into  Poole  Bay  by  approximately  60  per  cent. 

GENERAL 


Diseases  of  Animals  Act 


The  Port  Health  Inspectors  are  also  Inspectors  under  the  Diseases 
of  Animals  Act.  All  ships  from  abroad  are  inspected  in  order  to  ensure 
that  the  requirements  of  the  Act  are  complied  with.  During  1970,  215 
visits  were  made  with  regard  to  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Act.  Detention 
notices  were  served  on  the  masters  of  31  ships  with  regard  to  32  dogs  and 
two  cats.  No  contraventions  were  observed. 

Sickness  and  Injuries. 

Three  cases  of  minor  sickness  and  injury  were  reported  aboard 
ships  during  the  year  and  all  received  suitable  treatment.  Vaccination 
is  arranged  as  required.

LIAISON 


Excellent  relationships  exist  between  the  local  hospitals  and  general 
medical  practitioners  on  one  hand  and  the  School  Health  Service  on  the 
other  as  detailed  in  earlier  reports. 

The  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  deals 
with  cases  of  child  neglect  and  is  frequently  most  helpful  in  persuading 
disinterested  or  neglectful  parents  to  have  essential  treatment  carried 
out  where  this  has  been  recommended  by  the  School  Medical  Officer.  Mr 
G.L.  Thompson,  the  Local  Inspector,  dealt  satisfactorily  with  many  difficult 
cases  of  neglect,  ill  treatment,  etc. ,  involving  93  school  children  by 
giving  kind  but  firm  advice  in  the  home. 

THE  WORK  OF  THE  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


The  work  of  the  School  Health  Service  may  be  summarised  as  follows: 

(1)  Routine  and  special  inspection  and  re- inspection. 

(2)  Examination  of  children  for  fitness  for  part-time  employment. 

(3)  Class  by  class  inspection  by  the  school  nurse. 

(4)  Special  Clinics. 

(5)  Ascertainment  and  classsif ication  of  handicapped  pupils. 

(6)  Immunisation  and  vaccination. 

(7)  Investigation  and  control  of  infectious  disease. 

(8)  Dental  inspection  and  treatment. 

(9)  Hygiene  and  sanitation  of  school  premises,  including 
school  kitchens  and  canteens. 
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MEDICAL  AND  DENTAL  INSPECTION 


The  School  Health  Service  Regulations,  1959,  omit  specific  requirements 
as  to  the  occasions  on  which  medical  and  dental  inspections  are  carried  out. 

In  accordance  with  the  above  Regulations  parents  are  given  the 
opportunity,  so  far  as  is  reasonable  and  practicable,  of  being  present  at 
every  medical  inspection  and  at  the  first  dental  inspection  of  each  pupil. 

Routine  medical  examinations  are  carried  out  in  Poole  as  follows: 

(a)  As  soon  as  possible  after  entry  to  an  Infant  School, 

(b)  As  soon  as  possible  after  entry  to  a  Junior  School. 

(c)  As  soon  as  possible  after  entry  to  a  Senior  School. 

(d)  During  the  term  before  the  term  in  which  the  child  is 

due  to  leave  school. 

If,  at  a  school  medical  examination,  a  child  is  found  to  be  suffering 
from  a  defect,  the  parent  is  advised  or  the  child  is  referred  for  treatment 
to  the  family  doctor,  the  appropriate  clinic  or  hospital. 

A  child  who  has  been  found,  at  routine  inspection,  to  be  suffering  from 
a  defect  is  re-examined  at  intervals.  Other  "special"  examinations  are 
carried  out  at  the  request  of  the  parent,  the  teacher  or  the  school  nurse. 
Such  examinations  may  be  carried  out  at  a  routine  inspection  or  at  an 
inspection  arranged  for  that  purpose. 

Medical  Records 


Records  of  all  children  attending  maintained  schools  in  the  Borough  are 
centralised  in  the  School  Health  Section  of  the  Health  Department.  This 
facilitates  arrangements  for  medical  inspection  and  follow-up  and  for  the 
maintenance  of  complete  medical  histories  from  the  information  which  is 
continually  reaching  the  Section  from  Consultants,  Hospitals,  Clinics,  etc. 

Dental  Records 

These  are  filed  at  the  appropriate  surgeries  for  ease  of  reference 
and  maintenance. 

Result  of  Medical  Inspection 

During  1970,  6,037  children  were  examined  at  routine  medical  inspections. 
Of  these,  1,246  were  found  to  have  defects  requiring  treatment  (excluding 
dental  disease  and  infestation  with  vermin. ) 

In  addition  485  special  inspections  and  765  re-examinations  were  carried 
out  during  the  year. 
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Physical  Condition 


Two  categories  are  used  in  the  classification  of  a  child's  physical 
condition  namely  Satisfactory  and  Unsatisfactory. 

The  child's  category  is  decided  not  only  on  a  nutritional  basis  but 
also  according  to  the  presence  or  absence  of  defects.  The  figures  for  1970 
show  that  99.95%  of  those  examined  were  satisfactory,  leaving  0.05% 
unsatisfactory.  Details  are  as  follows  ;-

At  routine  medical  inspections,  parents  usually  attempt  to  present  their 
children  in  as  clean  a  state  as  possible  so  that  the  presence  of  verminous 
conditions  may  easily  be  overlooked.  Rapid  general  surveys  are  made 
periodically  by  the  School  Nurses  with  the  object  of  detecting  verminous 
conditions  and  the  presence  of  infectious  and  contagious  disease. 

During  these  rapid  surveys  18,576  individual  examinations  were  carried 
out  during  1970.  Children  found  to  be  suffering  from  infectious  or 
contagious  conditions  or  any  other  condition  requiring  medical  attention 
were  referred  to  the  school  clinic  or  the  family  doctor.  68  children  were 
found  to  be  infested  with  head  lice,  and  arrangements  were  made  for  their 
treatment  at  home. 

Scabies  is  treated  by  the  Health  Visitor  or  District  Nurse  by  appointment. 
Thirty-eight  children  were  treated  during  1970,  making  sixty-five  attendances. 
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DEFECTS  FOUND  AT  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS 
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SCHOOL  DENTAL  SERVICE 


The  dental  officers,  as  members  of  a  team  attempting  to  keep  the 
child  population  of  Poole  in  a  healthy  state,  while  rendering  a 
comprehensive  service  of  the  highest  standard,  are  continually  over¬ 
whelmed  by  the  increase  in  dental  disease  mainly  caused  by 
"civilised"  eating  habits.  We  are  greatly  concerned  that  it  is  still 
necessary  to  continue  treating  disease,  instead  of  maintaining  health, 
and  preventing  dental  disease. 

Whilst  there  is  natural  satisfaction  in  treating  disease  and 
carrying  out  purely  mechanical  work  well,  how  much  more  rewarding  it 
would  be  to  find  a  decrease  in  the  ever  present  high  incidence  of 
caries.  This  could  be  effected  by  Fluoridation  of  the  water  supply. 

During  1970  the  dental  staff  in  Poole  have  made  an  extra  effort 
to  bring  home  to  the  public  the  idea  that  dental  health  is  an 
important  part  of  general  health.  A  dental  surgeon  is  not  just  an 
extractor  of  painful  teeth  and  a  filler  up  of  cavities,  but  is 
anxious  to  maintain  oral  health,  as  an  integral  part  of  the  health 
of  the  whole  body.  Gingivitis  and  periodontal  disease  and  any 
inflammatory  condition  affecting  the  supporting  dental  tissues,  must 
be  observed  at  an  early  stage  and  prevented;  as  are  concommitant 
abnormalities  of  bone  structure  and  malpositioned  teeth,  which  may 
also  cause  oral  disease  or  be  contributing  factors. 

The  aim  of  children's  dentistry  should  be  to  make  both  parents 
and  children  appreciate  their  own  responsibility  for  dental  health 
This  reinforces  the  old  adage  "Prevention  is  better  than  cure".

ANNUAL  REPORT  1970 


The  number  of  Clinics  held  in  Poole  each  week  remains  at  five  with 
Dr.  Zinna  holding  two  weekly,  and  myself  holding  three  weekly.  There  has 
been  a  further  increase  in  the  total  number  of  children  seen  during  the 

year,  from  523  in  1969  to  538  in  1970.  The  number  of  new  referrals  seen 
has  increased  by  18  to  209. 

Psychol°eist  has  recently  increased  his  sessions  at 
the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  to  two  weekly.  It  has  been  possible  to  reduce 
is  sphere  of  activity  consequent  upon  the  appointment  of  an  additional 
Educational  Psychologist  in  the  County:  this  enables  him  to  give  more  time 
to  the  schools  and  children  within  his  area  and  also  to  improve  further  the 
liaison  between  schools  and  Clinic. 

We  now  have  only  one  Psychiatric  Social  Worker,  the  other  who  covered 
the  adjoining  area  of  East  Dorset  having  removed.  Nevertheless,  all 
families  are  seen  initially  by  the  Psychiatric  Social  Worker,  apart  from 

those  who  are  seen  as  emergencies,  or  where  another  social  agency  has  been 
involved. 


The  number  of  children  needing  residential  treatment,  hospital  treat¬ 
ment  or  the  special  day  school  for  maladjusted  children,  shows  an  increase 
from  30  children  last  year  to  45  this  year.  The  number  needing  residential 
treatment  has,  in  fact,  doubled  from  8  to  16.  There  are  many  factors  con¬ 
tributing  to  this  increase,  and  it  is  possible  that  some  might  not  need 
residential  treatment  if  they  could  attend  the  Greenways  Remedial  Unit  full 
time,  and  immediately  upon  referral.  The  Unit  has  been  under  great  pressure 
and  has  had  a  waiting  list  for  most  of  the  year.  The  help  given  to  the 
children  there  continues  to  be  of  inestimable  benefit:  it  is,  however,  limited 
by  the  fact  that  children  can  only  attend  there  part-time.  Even  so  the 
number  of  vacancies  is  inadequate  for  the  need. 

The  number  of  pre-school  children  referred  has  again  increased;  these 
children  need  a  great  deal  of  help,  as  do  their  families.  Some  are  able 
to  attend  the  Play  Group  at  the  Greenways  Remedial  Unit;  for  others  the 
lack  of  Play  Groups,  etc.  is  handicapping  work  with  this  age  group. 

The  weekly  case  Conferences  of  the  Clinic  staff  continue,  as  do  those 
attended  by  the  staff  of  the  Greenways  Remedial  Unit.  In  addition,  it  has 
been  possible  to  invite  Headteachers  to  specific  Case  Conferences  where 
children  attending  their  school  are  to  be  discussed.

SPEECH  THERAPY 
ANNUAL  REPORT  1970 


During  1970  full  clinic  sessions  continued  to  be  held  at  the  Central, 
Hamworthy  and  Branksome  Clinics.  Poole  Junior  Training  Centre  has  been 
visited  monthly  during  term  time.  Also,  part  of  the  afternoon  session  at 
Hamworthy  Clinic  has  continued  to  be  held  at  Turlin  Moor  School,  and  this 
has  greatly  increased  the  attendance  of  both  the  children  and  their 
parents  over  the  year. 

When  convenient,  some  school  visits  have  been  made  with  the  permission 
of  the  head  teacher,  to  see  and  treat  children  whose  parents  will  not 
attend  with  the  child  at  a  clinic.  This  is  not  an  ideal  arrangement,  but 
as  there  is  no  home  co-operation,  these  children  would  otherwise  have  no 
help  whatsoever.  Only  those  with  moderate  to  severe  speech  defects  can 
justify  this  arrangement.  Such  school  visits  are  generally  short  and  are 
not  allowed  to  disrupt  the  normal  clinic  sessions. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  school  visits,  whether  to  provide 
treatment  or  advice,  has  only  been  practicable  since  the  allocation  of 
a  county  fleet  car,  towards  the  end  of  1969. 

One  child  has  continued  to  attend  the  Central  Clinic  under  supervision 
from  the  Victoria  Home  for  Crippled  Children. 

Following  the  school  survey  carried  out  during  1969,  all  those 
children  found  to  require  Speech  Therapy  (100)  have  either  been  treated 
or  are  still  under  treatment.  A  few  parents  proved  to  be  unwilling  to 
attend  with  their  child,  despite  being  offered  several  opportunites . 

Also,  some  secondary  pupils  failed  to  attend  for  appointments,  and  in  each 
case,  this  followed  a  previous  discharge  in  the  Junior  School  for  failing 
to  attend  the  clinic.  However,  most  parents  were  enthusiastic.  Liaison 
and  co-operation  between  the  Speech  Therapy  Clinics  and  the  schools,  though 
adequate  before  the  school  survey  last  year,  is  now  much  increased,  due  to 
the  personal  contact  established  with  the  head  teachers  and  their  staff. 

It  is  hoped  to  follow  up  those  children  who  were  considered  in  need 
of  a  further  review  (90)  during  1971. 

In  the  clinics,  257  children  have  been  treated,  consisting  of  those 
still  under  treatment  at  the  end  of  1969  and  an  additional  100  new  referrals 
from  School  Medical  Officers,  family  doctors,  consultants  and  heads  of 
schools,  during  1970.  85  children  were  discharged,  of  whom  11  proved  to  be 

unco-operative  in  keeping  appointments.  Parental  co-operation  and  attend¬ 
ance  has,  with  a  few  exceptions,  been  good,  but  as  before,  a  drop  has  been 
consistently  noticed  during  school  holidays. 

At  the  end  of  1970,  the  case  load  was  172,  which  included  pre  school 
as  well  as  school  children,  and  the  waiting  list  had  been  reduced  to  15. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  during  1970  was  1999. 

In  November  1970  a  talk  was  given  by  request,  to  the  Guild  of  Teachers 
of  Backward  Children. 

Throughout  the  year,  the  co-operation  and  assistance  of  members  of 
staff  at  all  three  clinics  has  been  much  appreciated.

ENURESIS  CLINIC 


As  in  previous  years,  the  treatment  provided  at  the  Enuresis  Clinic 
has  been  the  means  of  resolving,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  a  problem 
which  has  often  retarded  the  emotional  and  psychological  development 
of  the  child.  It  has  also  alleviated  the  disharmony  which  can  occur  in 
a  family  which  has  to  contend  with  the  associated  extra  commitments  and 
expense,  and  also  be  frustrated  by  the  limitation  of  movement  during 
the  holiday  periods.  The  attainment  of  this  successful  result  has  in  no 
small  measure  been  due  to  the  support  and  co-operation  of  the  Health 
Visitors  since  the  Clinic  was  opened  in  November,  1959.  As  well  as  their 
reporting  on  the  home  conditions  and  keeping  in  contact  with  parents  who, 
for  various  reasons,  have  been  unable  to  keep  their  appointments,  their 
help  in  the  Clinic  itself  has  been  most  valuable. 

It  would  also  be  an  opportune  occasion  to  acknowledge  the  efficient 
response  of  the  office  staff  to  the  many  demands  on  their  services  and 
especially  at  the  end  of  this  year  when  a  completely  revised  method  of 
recording  was  instituted  for  use  in  the  New  Year. 

The  number  of  children  who  have  received  treatment  with  the  buzzer 
now  totals  524  (337  boys,  187  girls)  and  of  these  488  (314  boys,  174  girls) 
have  completed  the  treatment  including  those  who  had  relapsed.  The 
remainder  are  either  continuing  treatment  or  awaiting  reissue  of  the  buzzer. 
An  analysis  of  the  results  are  tabulated  below.

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Considering  the  results  obtained  over  the  years  it  would  appear  reasonab 
to  assume  that  over  sixty  per  cent  of  the  children  found  suitable  for 
treatment  by  the  buzzer  will  become  completely  dry  or  will  continue  for  a 
period  after  treatment  to  wet  the  bed  once  a  month  or  less,  and  that 
between  fifteen  and  twenty  per  cent  will  improve  to  some  degree  up  to 
twenty  nine  dry  nights  a  month.  The  above  results  were  recorded  at  the  end 
of  the  year  of  treatment,  and  are  indicative  of  the  effectiveness  of  the 
buzzer  in  the  treatment  of  enuresis. 

It  has  also  been  noted  that  the  majority  of  the  children  who  had  not 
become  completely  dry  had  improved  when  examined  at  school  at  a  later  date.

TUBERCULIN  TESTING  AND  B.C.G.  VACCINATION 

The  tuberculin  testing,  by  the  Heaf  Test,  of  children  on  their  entry  to 
school  was  continued  during  the  year.  This  test  is  incorporated  with  the 
routine  medical  examination  of  the  five  year  old  pupils,  parental  consent 
being  obtained  prior  to  the  application  of  the  test. 
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The  Chest  Physician  is  most  co-operative  and  investigates  all  positive 
reactors,  with  their  contacts  where  considered  advisable  in  an  endeavour  to 
discover  the  probable  source  of  infection. 


The  Health  Visitor,  after  visiting  the  homes  of  all  children  showing 
a  Grade  3  or  4  positive  reaction,  completes  a  domiciliary  report  giving  the 
names  of  all  contacts,  a  copy  of  this  report  being  sent  to  the  Chest 
Physician  for  action.

Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers 


The  Council  does  not  employ  any  staff  to  deal  with  the  special  problems 
of  the  unmarried  mother  and  her  child  but  Welfare  Workers  employed  by  the 
Salisbury  Dioceasan  Association  for  Moral  Welfare  carry  out  their  duties  in 
close  co-operation  with  the  officials  of  the  Health  Department.  For  this 
service  an  annual  grant  is  made  to  the  Association. 

Facilities  provided  for  unmarried  mothers  include  advice  from  Health 
Visitors  and  Midwives,  arrangements  for  maternity  beds  at  hospital  and 
arrangements  for  admission  to  Maternity  Homes  through  the  co-operation  of 
the  Moral  Welfare  Workers.  The  Borough  Council  is  not  directly  responsible 
for  the  provision  of  any  Mother  and  Baby  Homes,  but  financial  responsibility 
is  accepted  for  the  maintenance  of  cases  admitted  to  Homes  administered  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Salisbury  Dioceasan  Association  for  Moral  Welfare  and 
other  approved  Homes. 

During  the  past  few  years  requests  for  financial  assistance  have  become 
less  and  less  for  individual  cases  and  during  1970  there  was  only  one  case 
for  which  this  authority  accepted  financial  responsibility. 

Sterilised  Maternity  Outfits 

These  are  available  free  of  charge  for  all  domiciliary  confinements  and 
the  contents  of  the  maternity  outfits  conform  to  the  requirements  laid  down 
by  the  Department  of  Health.  During  1970,  183  outfits  were  issued  for 
domiciliary  confinements  within  the  Borough  of  Poole. 

Notification  of  Births 


The  Public  Health  (Notification  of  Births)  Act,  1965,  came  into 
operation  on  5th  September,  1965.  An  additional  duty  was  imposed  on  district 
councils  (such  as  Poole)  exercising  delegated  health  and  welfare  functions. 
Notifications  of  births  are  now  made  directly  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  of  that  authority  instead  of  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

The  table  below  shows  the  actual  number  of  births  in  the  Authority's 
area  during  the  year  as  notified  under  Section  203  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  adjusted  by  any  notifications  transferred  in  or  out  of  the  area.

Details  of  the  premises  and  times  of  opening  are  shown  on  pages  9-10 
of  this  report. 

Children  seen  at  Child  Health  Clinics  who  are  considered  to  require 
specialist  advice  are  sent  to  the  family  doctor,  who  in  turn  may  refer  them 
to  Consultant  Paediatricians  employed  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Failing  this  the  consent  of  the  General  Practitioner  is  obtained  before 
referring  the  child  directly  for  specialist  opinion.  The  clinical  work  of 
the  centres  is  purely  preventive  in  character  and  aims  at  early  detection 
of  congenital  and  acquired  defects  and  diseases  with  the  object  of  referring 
such  cases  to  the  family  doctor  for  his  attention.  Each  Child  Health 
Clinic  xs  attended  by  a  medical  officer,  and  infants  are  examined  at  the  first 
attendance  and  thereafter  as  required,  any  showing  signs  of  deviation  from 
normal  health  being  referred  to  the  family  doctor.

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Dental  Care 


The  details  regarding  the  dental  treatment  of  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers  and  children  under  five  years  of  age  are  shown  in  the  tables  which 
follow.  The  general  arrangements  are  unchanged,  the  mechanical  work  in 
connection  with  dentures  being  done  be  a  dental  technician. 

Expectant  and  nursing  mothers  are  able  to  obtain  dentures  through 
the  general  dental  service  without  payment,  whereas  hitherto  this  could 
only  be  done  through  the  local  authority  service.  This  arrangement  is  an 
advantage  to  many  mothers  as  their  treatment  can  be  continued  by  their 
usual  dental  practitioners.

Family  Planning 


A  limited  service  has  for  several  years  been  provided  at  Hamworthy 
Clinic  for  persons  requiring  such  advice  on  medical  grounds  only  and  on 
production  of  a  letter  from  their  General  Practitioner. 

With  the  inception  of  the  National  Health  Service  (Family  Planning) 
Act,  1967,  the  existing  power  of  local  authorities  is  extended.  The  Act 
confers  on  local  health  authorities  a  general  power,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Minister  of  Health  (and  when  the  Minister  directs,  imposes  a  duty  on 
them)  to  make  arrangements  for  the  giving  of  advice  on  contraception,  the 
medical  examination  of  persons  seeking  such  advice  and  the  supply  of 
contraceptive  substances  and  appliances.  The  Act  extended  the  existing 
powers  of  local  health  authorities  to  enable  them  to  provide  advice  on 
contraceptives  and  supplies  for  any  persons  who  need  them  on  social 
grounds  and  not  (as  hitherto)  only  in  medical  cases  and  the  authority  is 
empowered  to  recover  such  charges  as  are  considered  reasonable  having 
regard  to  the  means  of  the  recipient.

Day  Nursery 

Admission  is  confined  to  children  between  the  ages  of  two  and  five 
years,  whose  mothers  find  it  necessary  by  reason  of  social  circumstances 
to  obtain  work  in  order  to  support  the  family,  or  who  are  single,  widowed 
or  have  a  disabled  or  invalid  husband.  A  charge  is  made  in  respect  of 
each  child  admitted,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee,  in 
consultation  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  is  empowered  to  reduce 
the  amount  in  cases  of  hardship.  The  following  order  of  priority  was 
adopted  by  the  Dorset  County  Council  when  applications  for  admission 
of  children  to  the  day  nursery  were  being  considered: 

(a)  Children  living  with  only  one  parent  or  guardian  in  poor 
circumstances  upon  whose  earnings  their  maintenance  depends: 

(b)  Children  for  whose  daily  care  arrangements  are  desirable  by 
reason  of  the  necessity  for  the  person  who  would  normally 
have  care  of  them  in  the  home,  to  be  gainfully  occupied  in 
order  to  maintain  a  reasonable  minimum  standard  of  subsistence; 

(c)  Children  not  amounting  to  a  qualification  under  (a)  or  (b) 
above  or  by  reason  of  a  need  for  training.

Arrangements  have  been  made  to  collect  the  information  required. 

During  1970,  34  such  abnormalities  were  noted  on  the  birth  notification 
cards,  10  of  which  were  in  respect  of  domiciliary  confinements. 

Nurseries  and  Child  Minders  Regulation  Act,  1948. 

In  Poole  there  are  44  persons  registered  as  Child  Minders  and  33 
premises  are  registered  as  private  day  nurseries.  All  the  nurseries 
registered  are  in  the  form  of  "play  groups"  in  either  private  or  church 
halls  and  open  for  part  time  attendance  only. 

Regular  visits  are  made  to  these  registered  persons  and  premises  to 
ensure  that  the  regulations  are  being  complied  with. 

Distribution  of  Welfare  Foods 

As  from  the  1st  June,  1961,  the  Ministry  of  Health  instructed  that 
coupons  would  no  longer  be  required  for  Vitamin  A  and  D  tablets,  cod  liver 
oil  and  orange  juice,  but  that  these  supplementary  foods  should  be 
charged  for  at  the  rate  of  sixpence  per  packet,  one  shilling  and  one 
shilling  and  sixpence  per  bottle  respectively.  Arrangements  for  the  issue 
of  national  dried  milk  in  exchange  for  coupons  at  the  rate  of  two 
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shillings  and  fourpence  per  tin  remain  unaltered.  The  arrangements  for  the 
distribution  of  the  foods  through  the  Health  Clinics  remains  unaltered. 

During  the  year  592  tins  of  national  dried  milk  were  issued,  838  bottles  of  cod 
liver  oil,  1592  packets  of  vitamin  A  and  D  tablets  and  21,487  bottles  of  orange 
juice.

Medical  supervision  is  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
non-medical  supervision  by  the  Borough  Nursing  Officer. 


Refresher  Courses 


The  Central  Midwives  Board  require  all  practising  midwives  to  under¬ 
take  a  course  of  post-graduate  training  once  in  every  five  years  and 
arrangements  are  made  to  meet  this  requirement.  During  1970,  two  midwives 
attended  refresher  courses.

Home  deliveries  continue  to  be  on  the  decline  and  we  have  come  to 
accept  this  now.  Probably  in  the  future  all  confinements  will  take  place 
in  hospital  and  mother  and  baby  will  be  discharged  home  very  early.  State 
Certified  Midwives  will  still  be  required  for  the  post  partum  work,  and 
under  present  regulations  the  attention  of  the  midwife  is  required  up  to 
and  including  the  tenth  day. 

Training 

We  continue  to  teach  Pupil  midwives  and  the  Intergrated  Course  of 
training  is  proving  to  be  of  added  interest  to  both  teacher  and  pupil. 

It  is  still  in  the  experimental  stage  and  under  constant  supervision  of 
the  Central  Midwives  Board. 

During  1970,  12  pupil  Midwives  had  completed  their  district  training. 
Obstetric  Nurse  Training 

Domiciliary  midwives  participate  in  this  training  and  from  time  to 
time  students  from  the  local  hospital  spend  a  day  on  the  district  with  a 
midwi fe. 
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HEALTH  VISITING 


(Section  24) 

Fourteen  whole  time  District  Health  Visitors  are  employed  together 
with  two  Liaison  Health  Visitors; 

(a)  for  care  of  the  elderly  and  physically  handicapped;  and 

(b)  chest  clinic  duties. 

All  Health  Visitors,  with  the  exception  of  the  Liaison  Health 
Visitors,  are  also  employed  as  School  Nurses  spending  an  average  of  three 
sessions  a  week  on  these  duties. 

Group  Attachment 

Five  Health  Visitors  are  attached  full  time  to  groups  of  medical 
practitioners  and  one  part  time. 

Experience  with  this  deployment  of  Health  Visitors  has  been  such  as 
to  merit  extention  of  the  experimental  period  further  but  the  limit  would 
appear  to  have  been  reached  as  all  the  major  group  practices  are  now 
covered.  Attachment  to  single  handed  or  small  practices  is  neither 
practical  nor  economical,  but  every  opportunity  will  be  used  to  enhance 
liaison. 

Routine  Visiting 

A  record  card  is  prepared  for  each  District  Health  Visitor  following 
the  notification  of  each  birth  so  that  she  may  commence  visiting  at 
the  appropriate  time  to  give  advice  on  general  management  and  health 
matters.  Excellent  co-operation  exists  with  the  hospital  authority  and 
prompt  notification  regarding  essential  details  is  received  in  time  for 
the  first  visit.  Following  the  first  visit,  circumstances  determine 
the  frequency  of  follow  up.  As  in  previous  years  more  time  is  being 
given  to  needy  families  and  aged  persons.  Domiciliary  visiting  of  the 
tuberculous  is  carried  out  by  the  Liaison  Health  Visitor  for  this  service. 

Phenylketonuria 

Health  Visitors  performed  routine  tests  on  infants  at  the  age  of 
six  weeks. 

Screening  Tests  of  Hearing 

Screening  Tests  of  Hearing  are  performed  by  the  Health  Visitor  on 
every  child  at  about  the  age  of  six  months.  Children  who  fail  to  pass 
the  test  are  referred  for  medical  opinion. 

Care  of  the  Elderly 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  now  18,000  persons  over  the  age  of 
65  residing  in  the  Borough  resulting  in  heavy  pressure  upon  the  Hospital, 
Local  Authority  and  Voluntary  services.  Elderly  persons  are  given  every 
encouragement  and  help  to  live  a  happy  and  independent  life  within  their 
own  home,  or,  if  necessary,  in  special  dwellings  with  warden  service,  of 
which  there  were  276  in  occupation  on  31st  December.  When  required, 
arrangements  are  made  for  the  provision  of  home  help,  meals-on-wheels, 
chiropody,  Home  nursing  (see  details  under  respective  headings)  and  the 
loan  of  medical  aids  when  these  are  not  provided  through  the  National 
Health  Service. 
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Loneliness  amongst  elderly  persons  presents  special  difficulties. 
Encouragement  is  given  to  attend  Luncheon  Clubs  and  Darby  and  Joan  Clubs. 
Around  40  persons  now  attend  the  County  Council's  Day  Centre  in  Parkstone. 
In  order  that  persons  living  alone  may  summon  help  in  an  emergency, 
flashing  light  alarms  are  supplied  by  Poole  Council  for  Social  Service. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  60  had  been  installed. 

When  the  needs  of  the  person  cannot  be  met  by  the  domiciliary 
services,  arrangements  are  initiated  with  the  County  Council's  officers 
for  admission  to  Residential  Accommodation  on  either  a  long-term  or 
temporary  basis.  There  are  four  residential  Homes  within  the  Borough, 
giving  a  total  of  252  beds.  Occasionally  it  is  possible  to  arrange  for 
a  person's  admission  to  one  of  the  16  registered  private  Homes  for  the 
Elderly  situated  in  the  Borough. 

There  is  close  liaison  with  the  Geriatric  Consultant  at  Poole 
General  Hospital.  Although  further  beds  have  been  made  available  during 
the  year,  the  demand  for  hospital  admission  is  excessively  heavy. 

During  the  year  920  new  applications  for  help  were  received  and 
on  31st  December,  2,200  persons  were  on  the  register. 

Two  liaison  health  visitors  and  one  social  welfare  officer  together 
made  a  total  of  3,363  visits. 

Surveys 

In  addition  to  their  routine  duties,  Health  Visitors  play  a  valuable 
part  in  various  national  and  local  surveys  that  are  undertaken  from  time 
to  time  on  problems  of  socio-medical  import.  These  services,  as  well  as 
contributing  to  medical  knowledge,  give  an  added  interest  to  their  work. 

Attendance  at  Clinics 


The  Health  Visitor  is  responsible  for  the  Child  Health  centres  in 
her  area  and  attends  all  sessions  as  part  of  her  duties.  Advice  is 
given  on  the  various  problems  raised  by  mothers  and  when  necessary 
consultations  with  the  clinic  medical  officers  are  arranged.  Most  of 
the  children  are  immunised  or  vaccinated  at  the  child  health  centres 
and  when  possible  booster  doses  are  given  before  the  child  reaches 
school  age.  Health  education  is  a  prominent  function  of  the  centre 
and  in  this  the  Health  Visitor  plays  a  major  role. 

Training  of  Student  Nurses 

Health  Visitors  together  with  District  Nurses  and  Social  Welfare 
Officers  assist  with  the  training  of  student  nurses  in  the  social  aspects 
of  disease.  Students  from  Poole  General  Hospital  accompany  these 
officers  for  home  visits,  visits  to  schools,  day  nurseries  and  play  groups. 

Facilities  for  Refresher  Courses 


All  Health  Visitors  attend  a  post-registration  course  of  study 
once  in  five  years.  During  1970  four  Health  Visitors  attended  a 
Refresher  Course.

HOME  NURSING 
(Section  25) 


Administrative  Arrangements 

In  Poole  the  establishment  of  District  Nurses  is  IS  plus  6  Nursing 
Assistants.  Each  is  mobile  either  by  providing  her  own  car  and  paid  a 
car  allowance  or,  alternatively,  by  use  of  a  fleet  vehicle.  Two  male 
Queen's  District  Nurses  attend  to  male  patients  in  appropriate  cases. 
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Co-operation  with  General  Practitioners 


The  district  nurses  continue  to  work  under  the  instructions  of  the 
family  doctor. 

Patients  are  prepared  fcr  diagnostic  X-ray  examination  on  request  from 
Poole  General  Hospital  and  patients  are  nursed  at  home  following  discharge 
from  hospital. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  summary  below  that  most  of  her  work  is 
caring  for  the  elderly  who  are  ill  in  their  own  homes. 

There  is  very  good  liaison  between  the  district  nurses  and  the 
Health  Visitors  having  special  responsibility  for  the  aged,  the  infirm 
and  the  handicapped. 

Group  Attachment 

Attachment  of  District  Nurses  is  not  as  yet  practical  owing  to  the 
relatively  small  number  available.  By  controlling  the  deployment  centrally 
a  much  more  efficient  and  economical  distribution  can  be  achieved. 

Liaison  with  Hospitals 

Discharge  notices  of  patients  requiring  treatment  at  home  which  were 
previously  sent  by  the  Medical  Social  Worker  are  now  sent  by  the 
departmental  Sisters  of  the  respective  wards.  This  new  arrangement  is 
working  very  well  and  ensures  continuity  of  treatment. 

Refresher  Courses 


District  Nurses  attend  refresher  courses  arranged  by  the  Queen's 
Instilute  of  District  Nursing.  During  1970  two  District  Nurses  attended 
a  refresher  course. 

Preliminary  meetings  have  been  held  with  the  local  Hospital  Staff 
with  a  view  to  setting  up  an  integrated  course  for  training  Enrolled 
District  Nurses.  Approval  having  now  been  obtained  the  first  of  these 
courses  will  commence  in  1971.  This  is  a  two  year  course,  8  weeks  of  which 
will  be  spent  on  the  district  in  Poole. 

Senior  Nursing  Officers  who  are  undertaking  the  Nursing  Administration 
Course  arranged  by  the  Royal  College  of  Nursing,  visit  the  Health  Department 
in  order  to  gain  an  insight  into  community  care. 

This  is  a  new  inovation  in  Poole  which  commenced  in  1968.

HOME  HELP  SERVICE 

The  demand  for  this  service  continues  to  increase.  The  rise  in  the 
number  of  cases  was  mainly  due  to  the  need  for  giving  help  to  the  aged 
and  infirm.  The  service  is  also  being  used  more  frequently  to  assist 
"After-Care"  patients.  Early  discharge  from  hospital  is  often  dependent 
upon  the  availability  of  home  help,  and  immediate  and  sufficient  help  in 
such  cases  is  of  prime  importance  for  the  quick  recovery  of  the  patient. 

Since  Home  Helps  receive  their  instructions  by  post  and  work  from 
their  own  homes,  visits  to  the  administrative  offices  are  becoming  less 
frequent,  unless  Helps  have  specific  problems  which  they  wish  to  discuss 
with  the  Organiser. 

Although  regular  visits  are  carried  out  by  the  Organiser  and  her 
assistants  to  the  Helps  during  the  course  of  their  duties,  it  was  evident 
that  regular  meetings  of  all  Home  Helps  were  useful  if  only  to  enable 
them  to  "compare  notes"  and  to  meet  new  colleagues  working  within  the 
service. 

In  November  a  training  course  for  Home  Helps  was  arranged,  and 
although  not  compulsory,  56  Home  Helps  attended.  This  course  was 
spread  over  a  period  of  four  weeks  and  each  Help  attended  two 
afternoon  sessions  per  week.  Lectures  were  given  by  senior  officers 
within  the  department  dealing  with  their  respective  aspect  of  the 
Local  Authority  Health  Service.  Visits  were  arranged  which  included 
the  Training  Centre  for  Mentally  Handicapped,  Day  Centre  for  the 
elderly,  Day  Hospital  for  the  mentally  ill  and  to  the  Department  of 
Physical  Medicine  at  Poole  General  Hospital. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  course  each  Home  Help  received  a 
Certificate  presented  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee. 
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In  Poole  there  is  a  full-time  Home  Help  Organiser  together  with 
one  full-time  Assistant  Organiser  and  one  part-time  Assistant  Organiser. 
The  whole-time  equivalent  is  58  full-time  Home  Helps.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  100  part-time  Helps  were  in  employment.  The  number  of  cases 
where  Domestic  Help  was  provided  during  the  year  is  shown  in  the 
following  table.

HEALTH  EDUCATION 


With  the  absence  from  the  establishment  of  a  Health  Education 
Officer,  every  effort  is  made,  within  the  limits  of  the  staff  available, 
to  emphasise  the  importance  of  Health  Education  in  the  form  of  lectures, 
displays,  films,  posters  and  the  distribution  of  literature. 

PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 

(Section  12  Health  Services  and  Public  Health 
Act ) (Former ley  Section  28  N.H.S.  Act) 

This  section  of  the  Health  Services  and  Public  Health  Act  gives  a 
wide  scope  to  local  health  authorities  for  implementing  schemes  for  the 
prevention  of  illness  and  for  the  after-care  of  patients  generally. 

Care  of  the  Elderly  -  -  See  section  under  Health  Visiting 

Tuberculosis 


A  full-time  Liaison  Health  Visitor  is  employed  in  duties  associated 
with  the  Chest  Clinic.  Her  function  is  to  co-ordinate  the  clinical  and 
domiciliary  care  of  patients,  when  requested  by  the  Consultant  Chest 
Physician.  Arrangements  are  made  for  issuing  free  milk  grants  to 
necessitous  cases.  One  sleeping  shelter  is  available  for  issue. when 
required  to  domiciliary  cases.  To  meet  the  needs  of  Tuberculous  patients, 
assistance  is  received  when  necessary  from  a  number  :  of  local  voluntary 
organisations . 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  Tuberculosis  Contacts 

In  this  scheme  the  contacts  of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis 
are  given  a  preliminary  skin  test  by  the  Chest  Physician,  and  vaccinated 
where  necessary. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  Schoolchildren 

The  B.C.G.  vaccination  scheme  for  protecting  children  reaching  the 
age  of  thirteen  years  has  continued  and  all  private  and  public  schools 
are  included  in  the  scheme  as  well  as  those  under  the  control  of  the 
local  Education  Authority.  Statistics  relating  to  this  are  to  be  found 
on  page  73 # 

Exfoliative  Cytology 

In  conjunction  with  the  Pathological  Department  of  Poole  General 
Hospital  this  service  was  started  in  March,  1966  for  the  examination  of 
cervical  smears.  Sessions  are  held  at  four  of  our  clinics  jointly  with 
Family  Planning  and  the  waiting  period  for  patients  is  kept  at  an  absolute 
minimum.

After-Care 


In  exercising  their  functions  under  this  Section  the  Poole  Corporation 
follow  the  agency  arrangement  made  by  the  Dorset  County  Council  who  utilise 
the  services  of  the  Dorset  Branch  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society.  Arrange¬ 
ments  are  made  to  provide  care  and  after-care  services  to  patients  discharged 
from  hospital  or  homebound  invalids,  including  the  aged  and  chronic  sick. 

Holiday  Homes 

On  the  recommendation  of  general  medical  practitioners,  arrangements 
were  made  for  5  persons  to  have  a  recuperative  holiday.  The  County  Council 
make  arrangements  for  elderly  persons  to  receive  a  holiday  at  Swanmore 

Hostel  at  Swanage. 

\ 

Liaison  with  Children’s  Unit,  Christchurch  Hospital 

Friendly  co-operation  was  maintained  with  the  Paediatrician  and  Ward 
Staff.  It  has  been  possible  to  pass  on  earliest  information  to  area  Health 
Visitors  and  to  reciprocate  with  details  relating  to  the  social  background 
of  child  patients.  Information  relating  to  recently  discharged  patients 
has  been  passed  on  promptly  for  follow-up  visiting. 

Chiropody 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a  heavy  demand  for  the  chiropody 
service  which  is  provided  by  the  Dorset  Branch  of  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society  with  the  help  of  substantial  financial  grants  from  the  County 
Council.  Local  chiropodists  are  engaged  by  the  Society  and  sessions  are 
held  at  the  Central,  Oakdale,  Branksome  and  Hamworthy  Clinics.  Patients 
are  seen  by  appointment, and  a  nominal  charge  of  3s. Od.  is  made  towards 
the  cost  of  the  chiropodists'  fee  dressings  and  drugs.  Ambulance  Service 
transport  is  arranged  when  necessary.  Priority  is  given  to  elderly  and 
physically  handicapped  persons  and  expectant  mothers.  During  the  year  881 
sessions  were  held,  the  total  attendance  was  7011  and  18  domiciliary 
visits  were  made.  The  number  of  persons  receiving  treatment  was  1570. 

Mobile  Meals 


This  service  for  housebound  elderly  or  physically  handicapped 
persons  is  provided  by  arrangement  with  the  Women's  Royal  Voluntary 
Service.  By  special  arrangement  with  the  Day  Centre  for  the  Elderly, 
meals  are  now  available  throughout  the  year  except  for  the  month  of 
August.  During  the  year  196  new  requests  for  meals  were  received;  416 
persons  were  served  and  16,870  meals  were  delivered.  The  number  of 
persons  receiving  meals  on  31st  December  was  214. 

Luncheon  Clubs 

The  Women's  Royal  Voluntary  Service  has  opened  three  Luncheon 
Clubs  on  one  day  per  week,  for  the  benefit  of  elderly  lonely  persons  who 
are  mobile.  During  the  year  5879  meals  were  served.  A  further  club, 
organised  by  a  joint  committee  of  four  churches,  is  held  at  Broadstone. 

Incontinence  Pads 

No  major  scheme  for  the  supply  of  incontinence  pads  has  been  put 
into  operation.  Pads  have  been  supplied  in  selected  cases,  and  the  Health 
Committee  has  approved  a  pilot  scheme  for  the  supply  of  pads  to  cases  receiving 
supplementary  allowance  without  the  necessity  of  making  a  charge.  In  other 
appropriate  cases  pads  have  been  supplied  through  charitable  funds,  such 
as  the  Marie  Curie  Foundation. 
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An  efficient  gas  incinerator  is  provided  in  the  Central  Clinic.  Also 
members  of  the  nursing  staff  have  direct  access  to  the  furnaces  at  the 
Corporation  Refuse  Disposal  Works.  The  mobile  sanitary  operatives  employed 
in  the  department  have  assisted  in  the  collection  and  destruction  of  soiled 
pads  and  dressings  where  no  other  arrangement  has  been  possible. 

In  Poole  there  is  a  foul  laundry  service  with  loan  bed  linen  facilities 
using  a  commericial  laundry  whose  vehicles  operate  throughout  the  Borough. 
This  service  is  operated  under  Section  29  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946,  and  as  a  consequence  no  further  charge  is  required  if  the  patient  is 
already  receiving  the  services  of  a  Home  Help.  The  foul  laundry  service 
operates  at  the  request  of  the  District  Nurses  or  General  Practitioners, 

Prevention  of  Break-up  of  Families 

Following  the  pattern  established  by  the  Dorset  County  Council,  the 
function  relating  to  the  Prevention  of  Break-up  of  Families  has  been  vested 
in  the  County  Children's  Officer. 
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MENTAL  HEALTH 


Administration 


The  mental  health  service  is  administered  by  the  Borough  Health 
Committee,  and  is  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
The  central  office  comprises  a  staff  Medical  Officer  (part  time)  and  an 
Administrative  Assistant  who  also  has  duties  in  connection  with  blind 
welfare  and  physically  handicapped  persons.  Field  work  is  undertaken  by 
a  Senior  Mental  Welfare  Officer  assisted  by  three  Mental  Welfare  Officers. 
Liaison  with  the  County  is  maintained  through  the  Senior  Administrative 
Assistant  for  Mental  Health  and  Welfare. 

Work  undertaken  in  the  Community 

(a)  MENTAL  ILLNESS 

The  total  number  of  patients  referred  for  services,  other  than  for 
admission  to  hospital  by  general  medical  practitioners,  hospitals,  police, 
etc.,  was  375.  In  addition  301  patients  were  admitted  to  psychiatric 
hospitals  through  the  agency  of  the  mental  welfare  officers  in  the 
following  manner  ;-

Of  the  above  cases,  22  were  placed  under  community  care,  in  9  cases 
action  has  been  deferred,  and  in  1  case  no  action  was  considered  to  be 
necessary. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  help  all  persons  over  school  leaving  age 
secure  and  maintain  employment  in  the  community.  Of  the  new  cases,  7  were 
placed  in  suitable  employment.  Good  liaison  is  maintained  with  local 
employers,  the  Youth  Employment  Officer  and  the  Disablement  Resettlement 
Officer  of  the  Department  of  Employment. 
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( ii )  Existing  Cases 


There  are  varying  degrees  of  mental  sub-normality,  and  for  convenience, 
the  statistics  given  below  include  a  number  of  children  leaving  schools, 
who  for  reasons  of  either  sub-normal  intelligence,  personality  disorder  or 
maladjustment,  are  deemed  to  require  care  and  guidance  in  the  community  for 
at  least  a  limited  period. 

On  the  31st  December,  234  persons  were  receiving  care  and  guidance 
in  the  community.

Of  the  above  cases,  103  (48  males  and  55  females)  attend  Training 
Centres,  10  ( 1  male  and  9  females)  receive  home  teaching,  62  are  working 
in  the  community  and  59  are  not  suitable  for  training,  but  some  are 
occupied  at  home. 

(iii)  Short-term  Care 

In  order  to  relieve  the  position  at  home,  short  term  care  was  arranged 
for  24  persons.  Of  these,  14  were  admitted  to  hospital,  3  to  private  or 
voluntary  homes,  and  7  to  Local  Authority  Hostels. 

( iv)  Long-term  care 

During  the  year  2  persons  were  admitted  to  hospital  for  long  term  care. 

( v)  Hospital  Care 

Coldharbour  Hospital,  Sherborne,  has  been  considerably  enlarged  and 
is  now  the  main  psychiatric  (mental  subnormality)  hospital  for  Dorset. 

Good  liaison  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Physician  Superintendent 
who  has  established  out-patient  facilities  at  Poole  General  Hospital.  The 
mental  welfare  officers  attend  the  Clinic  when  necessary  and  discuss  relevant 
cases. 


On  the  31st  December  four  persons  were  awaiting  admission  to  hospital.

The  number  of  patients  at  present  resident  in  hospital  on  a  long-term 
basis  is  118. 

(vi)  Training  Centre 

We  can  feel  justly  proud  of  having  in  Poole  one  of  the  largest, 
progressive  and  most  modern  Centres  in  the  South  of  England. 

In  the  Adult  Centre  there  is  a  considerable  volume  of  industrial  work. 
Contracts  have  been  obtained  with  various  firms  but  in  addition  the  Centre 
manufactures  and  markets  its  own  products  -  notably  bed-heads,  stools 
seed  trays  and  propagating  pots.  From  the  profits  made  from  the  industrial 
work  a  large  greenhouse  has  now  been  purchased  and  this  will  promote  training 
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in  horticulture  and  add  to  the  variety  of  work  undertaken.  A  number 
of  trainees  are  now  earning  the  maximum  amount  allowed  without  affecting 
their  Social  Security  payment. 

The  programme  of  social  education  continues  to  expand  and  now 
includes  swimming,  health  education,  domestic  science,  housewifery  and 
dressmaking . 


During  the  year  16  trainees  were  taken  to  a  holiday  camp  for  a  week. 
This  was  the  first  occasion  on  which  they  had  stayed  away  from  home 
without  their  parents.  The  holiday  not  only  provided  recreation,  but 
gavethe  trainees  a  feeling  of  confidence  and  independence. 

In  the  Adult  Centre  there  are  a  number  of  trainees  who  are 
incapable  of  industrial  work  or  benefitting  from  social  training,  but 
require  care  and  attention.  To  meet  this  need  a  special  unit  has  now 
been  established  within  the  Centre. 

The  facilities  in  the  Special  Care  Unit  of  the  Junior  Centre  have 
been  improved,  and  one  additional  teacher  has  been  appointed.  The  Unit 
provides  care  and  training  for  certain  children  who  would  otherwise  be 
obliged  to  lead  isolated  lives  at  home  or  would  require  admission  to 
hospital.  It  also  provides  an  acceptable  respite  to  those  parents  who 
accept  the  exceedingly  difficult  task  of  keeping  these  children  at  home 
within  the  family  group. 

The  indoor  heated  swimming  pool  has  been  found  to  be  of  real  benefit 
to  the  children  and  trainees.  The  Sheriff  presented  12  trainees  with 
swimming  proficiency  certificates  during  the  year.  The  pool  is  also  used 
by  organised  parties  of  children  from  schools  and  by  a  number  of  swimming 
clubs.

In  addition  nine  children  attend  the  Centre  for  Spastics. 

Mid-day  meals  for  children,  trainees  and  staff  are  cooked  in 
the  Central  Kitchen  at  the  Centre  and  during  the  year  38,400  meals  were 
served . 

Transport  to  and  from  the  Centre  is  provided  by  arrangement  with 
three  private  contractors  who  supply  six  vehicles.  One  other  vehicle  is 
kept  at  the  Centre.  Eight  persons  are  employed  as  coach  escorts  and  172 
children  and  trainees  are  conveyed  daily.  Adult  trainees  are  encouraged 
to  use  public  transport  whenever  possible  and  10  travel  daily  by  bus. 

There  has  been  little  change  in  the  Training  Centre  staff  during 
the  year  and  on  the  31st  December,  the  establishment  was  as  follows  : -

Adequate  training  for  teaching  staff  is  essential  and  in  addition  to 
attendance  at  short  refresher  courses,  one  staff  member  has  been  seconded 
on  a  one-year  course  leading  to  the  award  of  the  Diploma  of  the  Central 
Training  Council  for  Teachers  of  the  Mentally  Handicapped.  During  the 
year  one  member  of  the  staff  was  successful  in  obtaining  the  Diploma. 

The  Centre  House  Sub  Committee  is  composed  of  the  Chairman  and  Vice 
Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee,  Councillor  K.  Brown,  Councillor  R. 

Hann  and  Miss  T.E.  Evered .  The  County  Council  is  represented  by  Mrs.  E.P. 
Bravery,  Mrs.  W.  Chaffey,  and  Mrs.  K. E.  Lambert.  The  Parent  Teacher 
Association  is  represented  by  Mr.  H.W.  Payne.  The  Committee  met  on  three 
occasions  during  the  year. 

The  Parent  Teacher  Association  continues  to  stimulate  interest  in 
the  Centre's  activities.  A  number  of  outings  and  socials  were  arranged 
for  the  children,  trainees  and  parents  during  the  year.  Some  40  trainees 
now  attend  the  Social  Club. 

The  Education  (Handicapped  Children)  Act  received  the  Royal  Assent  on 
23rd  July,  1970,  and  will  become  operative  on  1st  April,  1971.  The  Act 
provides  that  children  suffering  from  a  disability  of  mind  will  no  longer 
be  classified  as  unsuitable  for  education  at  school.  The  training  of  all 
such  children  who  are  of  compulsory  school  age,  whether  residing  at  home 
or  in  hospital,  will  become  the  responsibility  of  the  Local  Education 
Authority. 

The  administration  of  the  Junior  Training  Centre  and  the  Special  Care 
Unit  will,  therefore,  be  transferred  to  the  Local  Education  Authority  on 
1st  April,  1971. 

(c)  AFTER  CARE 

Of  all  the  Social  Services,  mental  health  is  perhaps  the  one  which 
has  made  the  greatest  amount  of  progress  during  recent  years.  This  is, 
no  doubt,  due  initially  to  the  Mental  Health  Act  which  had  the  effect  of 
placing  emphasis  upon  the  care  of  the  mentally  disordered  to  within  the 
community  as  opposed  to  long  periods  in  hospital.  Publicity  and  increased 
awareness  of  the  problems  arising  from  mental  disorders  are  also 
contributory  factors.  It  is  one  of  the  functions  of  the  mental  health 
social  worker  to  help  allay  anxiety  within  the  family  and,  if  possible, 
resolve  environmental  problems  which  quite  often  surround  the  patient's 
illness. 

Case  conferences  at  Herrison  and  St.  Ann's  Hospitals  are  attended 
regularly  by  the  officers,  and  cases  referred  for  after-care  are  visited 
and  given  all  possible  help  and  advice.  Reports  on  the  patient’s  progress 
are  sent  to  the  hospital  consultant  and  the  general  medical  practitioner 
concerned . 

During  the  year  375  cases  were  referred  and  on  the  31st  December,  201 
patients  were  on  the  after-care  register.  To  help  in  the  rehabilitation 
of  certain  patients,  a  Therapeutic  Social  Club  is  open  one  evening  per 
week  at  Branksome  Clinic. 
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The  County  Council’s  After  Care  Hostel  in  Parkstone  is  making 
a  valuable  contribution  to  the  effective  rehabilitation  of  some 
patients . 

The  Wessex  Regional  Hospital  Board  Day  Hospital  in  Alumhurst 
Road,  Bournemouth,  is  providing  therapeutic  treatment  for  certain 
patients  who  have  not  yet  reached  a  state  when  they  are  able  to  work 
under  normal  conditions,  but  are  not  considered  to  be  in  need  of  in¬ 
patient  treatment.  On  the  31st  December,  29  patients  from  Poole  were 
attending  the  Day  Hospital. 

(d)  MENTAL  HEALTH  SOCIAL  WORKERS 

These  officers  are  concerned  with  all  aspects  of  mental  disorder 
and  the  value  of  their  work  within  the  community  cannot  be  over  stated. 
For  patients  requiring  urgent  admission  to  hospital  the  services  of  a 
mental  welfare  officer  resident  in  the  Borough  are  available  24  hours 
per  day,  seven  days  per  week.

Adequate  training  and  professional  qualification  for  mental

in  Social  Work.  Whenever  possible  other  officers  are  sent  on  short 
refresher  courses  during  the  year  and  are  given  every  encouragement  to 
attend  meetings  and  discussion  groups  with  other  social  workers.

Home  Employment

There  are  316  blind  and  57  partially  sighted  persons  resident  in 
the  community  who  are  non-employed .  They  are  visited  by  the  Welfare  Officers 
and  given  advice  regarding  additional  financial  assistance,  rehabilitation, 
recreational  facilities  and  whenever  possible,  lessons  in  reading,  writing 
and  handicraft  work.  This  service  enables  blind  people  and  their  families 
to  adjust  themselves  to  the  handicap.  During  the  year  3831  visits  were 
made  and  220  lessons  were  given. 

Handicraft  Classes 


Classes  are  held  on  two  days  per  week  throughout  the  year  at  the 
Handicraft  Centre,  Belmont  Court.  The  average  attendance  per  session  is 
16.  At  the  Dorset  Arts  and  Crafts  Exhibition,  5  certificates  were 
awarded,  and  at  Poole  Show  the  Stand  was  awarded  first  prize  in  the 
Disablement  Section. 

Social  Activities 

The  Welfare  Officers,  in  co-operation  with  the  Dorset  County 
Association  for  the  Blind,  hold  various  socials,  outings,  concerts,  etc., 
throughout  the  year. 

Library  Service 

There  are  22  blind  readers  who  receive  books  through  the  National 
Library  for  the  blind. 

Voluntary  Associations 

The  Dorset  County  Association  for  the  Blind  make  special  payments 
and  provide  additional  amenities  for  blind  persons  resident  in  the  community. 
A  holiday  was  arranged  at  Southsea  and  26  blind  persons  and  guides  from 
the  Borough  attended. 

Talking  Book  Machines 

There  are  112  blind  persons  who  have  talking  book  machines  on  loan.

Act,  is  1128. 

Services  Provided 


Regular  visits  are  made  and  persons  are  given  assistance  and  advice 
in  order  to  help  overcome  their  handicaps  and  lead  as  normal  a  life  as 
possible. 

The  Chronically  Sick  and  Disabled  Persons  Act  of  1970  has  been 
described  in  some  quarters  as  a  charter  for  the  disabled.  For  those  in 
need,  it  makes  available  a  large  range  of  facilities  which  hitherto 
have  only  been  provided  in  part.  Adaptations  to  property,  however,  is 
not  a  new  provision  and  the  demand  for  alterations  has  been  steadily 
rising  over  recent  years.  During  1970  works  of  adaptation  were  undertaken 
in  29  cases.  There  is  also  an  increasing  number  of  chronically  sick  and 
disabled  persons  residing  at  home  who  require  the  use  of  specialised 
equipment  and  other  facilities.  The  majority  of  such  cases  are  not  in 
need  of  active  hospital  treatment  but  there  are  at  least  20  persons  who 
would  benefit  by  the  facilities  offered  by  a  Cheshire  Home  on  either  a 
short  or  long  stay  basis.  It  is  anticipated  that  a  Home  for  this 
purpose  will  open  in  Poole  in  1971. 
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Three  persons  have  now  been  discharged  from  Hospital  who  require  an 
artificial  kidney  machine  at  home.  The  equipment  is  supplied  by  the 
Hospital,  but  the  Council  is  responsible  for  the  cost  of  converting  a  room 
at  the  patient's  home  for  use  as  a  dialysis  unit. 

Other  services,  including  the  loan  of  wheelchairs,  aids,  gadgets  and 
minor  items  of  equipment  are  provided  by  the  Dorset  Branch  of  the  British 
Red  Cross  Society,  for  which  they  receive  a  grant  from  the  County  Council. 

The  Dorset  Association  for  the  Welfare  of  the  Physically  Handicapped 
receive  a  grant  from  the  County  Council  to  assist  them  in  providing 
additional  services  including  handicraft  instruction,  assistance  in  the 
purchase  of  material  and  the  sale  of  articles  produced.  During  the  year 
the  Association  has  established  a  new  Day  and  Social  Centre,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  eventually  this  will  largely  meet  the  need  for  occupational 
and  social  therapy  on  a  daily  basis.  The  Association  also  provides  holiday 
and  club  facilities. 

The  Bournemouth,  Poole  and  District  Spastics  Society  which  is 
affiliated  to  the  National  Spastics  Society,  provide  Day  Centre  and  School 
facilities  for  the  education,  training  and  treatment  of  spastic  children. 

There  is  close  liaison  with  the  Consultant  for  Physical  Medicine 
at  Poole  General  Hospital. 

Social  Amenities 


Arrangements  were  made  through  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  for  19 
persons  to  spend  a  holiday  at  Bowleaze  Cove,  Weymouth. 

Short  term  care  was  arranged  for  4  persons. 

The  Poole  and  East  Dorset  CTub  for  the  Disabled  provide  recreational 
facilities . 

Sheltered  Workshops 

Three  persons  resident  in  Poole  attend  a  sheltered  workshop  at  Winton, 
administered  by  Bournemouth  Corporation.  Financial  responsibility  for 
Poole  residents  is  accepted  by  the  Borough  Health  Committee. 

Remploy 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  this  factory  established  in  Alder  Road 
providing  employment  facilities  for  severely  disabled  persons  registered 
under  Section  2  of  the  Disabled  Persons  Employment  Act. 

The  number  of  persons  employed  is  129,  of  which  120  are  disabled. 

Car  Badges  for  Severely  Disabled  Drivers 

These  badges  are  issued  to  disabled  drivers  in  order  to  ease  their 
difficulty  in  finding  suitable  parking  places.  It  enables  them  to  be 
readily  identified  and  this  helps  police  to  assist  them  in  parking,  and 
exercise  discretion  in  their  favour  wherever  possible. 

On  the  31st  December,  car  badges  had  been  issued  to  130  drivers 
resident  in  Poole. 

The  Council  has  approved  the  granting  of  certain  free  car  parking 
facilities  within  the  Borough  to  holders  of  car  badges.

Cases  applying  for  assistance  are  visited  and  details  are  entered  on 
duplicate  registration  cards,  one  copy  being  kept  by  the  Association  and 
the  other  by  the  Health  Department. 

Home  Visiting 

The  Association  provides  a  comprehensive  welfare  service.  Visiting 
Officers  give  lessons  in  lip  reading  and  interpretation  in  manual  language 
and  in  addition  provide  advice  on  personal  and  domestic  problems,  and  in 
legal,  health  and  family  matters.  Assistance  is  given  regarding  employment 
and  there  is  good  liaison  with  the  Department  of  Employment  D.R.O.  Sick 
Visiting  is  carried  out  both  in  hospitals  and  in  the  community. 

The  number  of  home  visits  made  during  the  year  was  398. 

Social  Amenities 

A  Hard  of  Hearing  Club  meets  on  one  evening  per  week  at  the  Day  Centre 
for  the  Elderly.  Courses  of  lip  reading  lessons  are  arranged  from  time  to 
time.  There  were  613  attendances  at  the  Social  Club  during  the  year. 

Church  Services 

Special  services  are  conducted  by  the  Chaplain  twice  per  month. 

There  were  264  attendances  during  the  year. 

LOCAL  AUTHORITIES  SOCIAL  SERVICES  ACT 


Since  1961  the  Council  has  administered  the  major  part  of  the  Mental 
Health  and  Welfare  Services  in  the  Borough  in  accordance  with  a  delegation 
agreement  with  Dorset  County  Council.  In  view  of  our  large  urban  popula¬ 
tion  and  the  close  integration  which  exists  between  the  various  housing, 
health  and  education  services,  it  is  the  Council's  opinion  that  the 
Delegation  Agreement  should  be  preserved  until  such  time  as  local  govern¬ 
ment  reform  or  the  reforms  envisaged  in  the  Green  Paper  on  the  restructuring 
of  the  Health  Service  becomes  operative.  It  is  with  some  measure  of  regret 
that  I  have  to  record  that  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Social  Services 
has  refused  to  accept  this  Council ' s  representation. 

The  delegated  services  covered  by  the  Local  Authorities  Social  Services 
Act  will,  therefore,  revert  to  the  County  Council  on  1st  October,  1971. 
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
